Austria Has Reserved Her Entire 
Strength for the Present 
Crisis. 


A Rumor to the Effect that Lord Lyons 
Is to Suoceed Derby as Foreign 
Minister. 


Five Hundred Lives Lest by the Burning 
of an Austrian Steamer. 


BY THE POWERS. 
A RUMOR. 

Lonpow, March 9.—It is rumored in club and 
political circles, but it cannot be said on how 
good grounds, that Lord Lyons is likely to suc- 
ceed Lord Derby as Secretary of State for the 
Foreign Department in case affairs between En- 
gland and Russia ayain become threatening. It 
is even regarded as not unlikely that the change 
may be made before the meeting of the 
European Congress, in which .case England 
would be represented by her Foreign Minister. 

BISMARCK. 

Bun, March 9.—Bismarck’s health was lit- 
tle improved by his recent vacation. te worked 
pearly as hard as if he had been in Berlin, and 
returned in no condition for work. As soon as 
the Chancellor’s Substitute bill is passed, he 
will take another, and, this time,a real, va- 
eation. 

THE AUSTRIAN CREDIT BILL. 
Vun. March 9.—A statement accompany- 
ing the bill for the credit, to be submitted to 
the Delegations, says: In the present position 
of affairs it is not impossible the Government 
will be obliged to take extraordinary measures 
for the protection of the interests of the mon- 
archy. In this case the Government must be in 
a condition to cover expenses, and therefore ask 
60,000,000 florins. It is not proposed to expend 
this in compicting the equipment of the army, 
but it is intended to afford the Government 
means to insure the monarchy against danger 
aod surprise. 

ANOTHER VERSION. 


Viesua, March 9.—Count Audrassy in his 
statement accompanying the bill for credit to 


the Delegations says: 1 was quite natur 
that in the pe Rh uring the cam- 
palgu political interests were driven to the back- 
ground by military interests. Under such cir- 
cumstgnces the interests of Europe and indi- 
vidual States cannot come out scatheless. Pub- 
lic opinion has gone from one extreme to au- 
other, but at the Congress the situation my 
appear in a less dingusting aspect. Russia has 


from selfish motives, but to improve the lot of 
the Christians. We must demand such limita- 
tion of the result of the war whereby neither 
our nor European interests will be injured. We 
must provide 
THE BEST POSSIBLE SOLUTION, 
but not the mere postponement of the. questions 
arising out of the relations of the Powers. If 
the Russian arrangements relative to one-half 
of Turkey come into force, what will be the 
prospect ot the other half? To what extent 
can Turkey be redaced and still retain a chance 
of continued existence? How guarantee the 
execution of reforms? Such gigantic difficulties 
only Europe acting in concert can surmount. A 
single State secking to settle them at its good 
pleasure must be in a position to 
RECKON WITH A EUROPEAN COALITION 
which, however, Count Andrassy was carcful to 
add, did not exist. It was not to Russia’s in- 
terest to make a sacrifice for things which do 
pot contain in themselves guarautees of stabili- 
ty, and to which Europe was bound to refuse 
recognition. Consequently it wasa justifiable 
hope that the Congress would lead to an agree- 
ment. Austria enters the Congress to defend 
Austria, and Austrian and European interests. 
Austria has reserved her whole strength for the 
moment of the contlusion of peace. She asks a 
money grant to safeguard her interests against 
any surprise, not relying upon mere political 
arguments, when one Power comes fully armed 
on the scene. Our request is not an act of hos- 
tility against any Power, nor a mere idle dem- 
onstration, but ap act of precaution.”’

Kaffirs. It will be so on the homesteads of the 
Dutch in the Western Province. It will be soin the 
thriving commercial towns of the 
Province. From one end of Natal to the otber 
he will tind that all the work is done by Zulus. 
It will be the same in the Transvaal, and the 
same even in the Orange Free State. Even 
there, whenever work is done for wages, it is 
— by colored hands. When be gets to the 

iamond Fields he will tind the mines swarming 
with black labor. And pet he willbe told that 
the ‘ nigger’ will not work.“ ~ 
It appears, however, that the character of the 
native does not stand quite so high in other re- 
spects. ‘lhe negro-haier, if such there still be 
in the United States, will rejoice to know that 
the Kaffir 1s a thicf. Mr. Trollope speaks with 
due caution aso the honesty of the white man 
in South Africa, but such as it is, it has to be 
used at every point to prevent, so far as it may 
be prevented, the systematical stealing in 
which the Kaflirs take an individual and nation- 
al pride.“

most astute thieves, feeling a glory in their 
theft, and thinking that every stone stolen from 
a white man is a duty done to their chief and 
tneir tribe.

Not to go further into the diamond business, 
let me add only that in 1876 the computed value 
of the stones sent away from the Kimberley 
mine was nearly $10, apd it seems that 
some of these stones, spite of the bad repute of 
Cape diamonds, are colorless, and in most or all 
respects equal to those of Brazil.

Mr. Foster, from the Committee on Appro- 
priations, reported a bill providing for the ap- 
propriation of $1,533,445 for deficiencies for the 
service of the Government for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1878.

THE RAILROADS. 


CHICAGO & IOWA ROAD. 
Judge Blodgett yesterday morning re- 
fused to grant the motion made the 
day before in the foreclosure case of Denison 
et al. vs. The Chicago & lowa Railroad Com- 
pany to set aside the decree and postpone the 
sale. The Judge said the decree was filed Aug. 
1 last to foreclose a mortgage for $2,200,000, 
given July 31, 1871, & default taken the 
second rule day, and subsequently the 
President of the road filed a petition 
to be allowed to come in and make a defense. 
That petition was oyerruled, becausé he did not 
show whether he had any defense or not. A 
few days ago a petition was filed to have the 


decree set aside on two principal grounds. The 
first was that it was immaturely filed, because 
the default had not continued long enough for 
a bill to be filed. But the right to file a bill 
arose on making a default in payment of the 
interest, and the Trustees in the execution of 
their trust had aright to file a bill whenever 
there was a default. They were not obliged to 
wait thirty days, but could proceed in equity to 
foreclose the mortgage at once. 

The second point of objection was, that the 
decree was made at the same term of court as 
the default, and was erroneous under the rulin 
of the Supreme Court. But the Judge hei 
that case did not apply to courts in constant 
session, and was only intended to apuly toa 
case like the one in which it was rendered. He 
then went on to give an account of the building 
of the road, which runs from Aurora to Fores- 
ton, a distance of eighty miles, He said further 
that the question as to the performance of the 
so-called 30 per cent contract only bore on the 
good faith of the officers of the Chicago & Iowa 
Road whether they performed their duties to- 

ard the Company. It they had allowed the large 
sum of $600,000 to become due and the 
Chicago, Barlington & Quincy had refused to 
pay it, it was a question whether that would 
not be such a misconduct as would entitle the 

laintiffs to protection at the hands of the 

ourt. It was not at any rate a question to be 
discussed in the foreclosure suit, being utterly 
foreign to it. But there was no evidence that 
there had been such misconduct on the part of 
the oflicers as proved them * A of fraud. 
Nor had it been shown that the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Road owed any such sum as 

00,000. The ledger of the Chicago & Iowa 
Road itself showed a balance of only $35,000, 
instead of $600,000. It did, however, 
appear that the interest on the bonded 
debt had been paid at the expense of 
the road-bed, etc., and the latter 
had seriously run down, so that the Receiver 
was obliged toexpend large sums in repairs. 
If there was such fraud and misconduct, why 
was it not shown before, when the bill was 
filed, instead of waiting until the day before the 
sale was to be made? The aliegations of the 
petition had not been proved, and the applica- 
tion to have the sale postponed would there- 
fore be refused. 

This was good news for the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy party, and they, together with 
Mr. H. W. Bishop, the Master in Chancery, who 
was to make the sale, then went down stairs to 
the entrance of the Republic Life Building, 
where the sale had been advertised to take 
piace. Mr. Bishop then read the order 
of the Court directing to sell “all the railroad 
of the said Chicago & Iowa Railroad 
Company made or to be made, extending from 
Joliet, in the County of Will, to Foreston, in 
the County of Ogle, in saia State of Illinois, in- 
ciuding right of way therefor, road-bed, super- 
structure, iron, ties, chairs, splices, bolts, nuts, 
spikes, all the lands and depot grounds, station- 
houses, depots, viaducts, bridges, timber, and 
materials, and property purchased for the con- 
straction of said railroad, all the engin teu- 
ders, cars, and machinery; all kinds of rplling- 
stock owned by said Chicago & Iowa Railroad 
Company atquiréd tor or to be used upon said 
rvilfoad, and all the franchises and rights of the 
said Chicago & Iowa Railroad Company relating 
thereto, and all property acquired by virtue 
thereof.’’ 

As soon as he had concluded the reading of 
the above order, Mr. Bishop said that, ff any- 
body other than bondholders of the Chicago & 
Iowa Railroad bought it, he or they would have 
to pay cash down. But, if the bondholders 
bought it, they would haye to pay for it within 
thirty dars from the date of the sale, depositing 
$15,000 in cash. 

Mr. George W. Kretzinger, on behalf of the 
stockholders who had presented the petition 
for a postponement of the sale, announced that 
they proposea to appeal against Judge Blod- 
gett’s decision and the order of confirmation, 
when made, 

Mr. Bishop said: “ How much am I bid for 
the Chicago & lowa Railroad!“ 

Mr. J. M. Walker, Solicitor for the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad, bid $500,000. 
Joel D. Harvey, Collector of Internal Revenue, 
raised the bid $50,000. Mr. Walker bid $700,000, 
and Harvey went $100,000 better. Then Walker 
bid $900,000, and Harvey shook his head and 
said that sized his pile. The property was 
accordingly knocked down at $900,000, the pur- 
chasers being given as William G. Weld, George 
B. Chandler, and J. M. Walker, in trust for the 
bondholders, Mr. Harvey said he was acting 
on behalf of a certain railroad interest, but de- 
clined to give names. 

Mr. J. M. Walker, General Solicitor of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, who 
purchased the Chicago & lowa Railroad yester- 
day, states that he boughtiton behalf of the 
second-mortgage bondholders. The Trustees 
for the second mortgage bondbolders are Messrs. 
Brooks and Denvison, both of Boston, and 

rominentiy connected with the Chicago, 

uriington & Quincy. The purchasers as- 
sume tue debt due the first mortgage 
bundhoiders, Mr. Moses Taylor, of New York 
amounting to $600,000, which makes the total 
amount paid for the road, eighty-one miles, 
$1,500,000, whieh is said to be as much as the 
road is worth at this time. Mr. Walker states 
that no appeal can be made from Judge Blod- 

ett’s decisioy to Judge Drummond, both 
Courts having coequal jurisdiction in such eases. 
Ali Mr. Hinckley can do is to apply to either of 
the Judges to bave the sale set aside, but there 
is but little likelihood that such will be done. as 
Judge Drummond has previously refused to at- 
tend to this matter. and referred it to Judge 
Biodgett. The probabilities are that the road 
will hereafter be run in connection with the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy. 

The managers of the Cnicago, Burlington & 
Quiney and the Illinois Central Railroads deny 
that they authorized Mr. J. D. Harvey to pur- 
chase the road for them.

SUPREME COURT.

The people 
of Wisconsin adopted an amendment to their 
State Constitution at the last election, whereby 
it was provided to add two more Judges to 
the Supreme Court. By an arrangement de- 
tween the Chairmen of the State Central Com- 
mittegs,—Mr, Rankin, on the part of the Dem- 
ocrats, and Mr. Rublee, on the part of the Re- 
publicans,—it was agreed that each Committee, 
with their political friends in the Legisiature, 
should name one candidate, and thus avoid a 
partisan contest over the election. This plan 
has been carried out hy both parties, and every- 
thing is lovely thus far. Boss Rankin issued 
his formal édiet yesterday, explaining the situa- 
tion, and ordering ali good Democrats to lay 
aside all prejudi¢e and malice and vote for the 
Hon. David Taylor at the next election 
just the same as if he were a good 

emocrat, under the pains and penalties 
of excommunication. By the terms of the agree- 
ment it appears that Judge Taylor drew the 
short term, 1886, and Judge Orton the long 
term, 1888. It will be next in order for Boss 
Rublee to issue his order to the same effect. 
When these two new J are added to the 
Supreme Bench, there will be two_ Democrats 
(Ryan, Chief Justice, and Orton) and three Re- 
pubdlicans (Cole, Lyon, and Taylor). It may be 
stated in passing, that Orton is also an ardent 
Greenbacker, to which fact he no doubt owed 
his nomination.

Co_umsia, March 9.—The public indebted- 
ness of South Carolina has been under dis- 
cussion in the Legislature the past ten days. 
The Democrats were divided upon the report of 
the Bond Commission, which rejected a large 
amount of bonds funded under the Consolida- 
tion act of 1873. Finally a committee of con- 
ference was appointed, and a basis was sub- 
mitted to the caucus this afternoon, which was 
accepted, and will become matter for the action 
of the Legislature next week. The agreement 
is as follows 

First—To levy a tax suffleient to meet the inter- 
est on the entire debt adjusted under the Consoli- 
dation act. 

Second—To constitate a special court of three 
Circuit Judges; before whom the bonds declared 
invalid by the Commission shall be n up on 
test cases, with the right of appeal to the Supreme 
Courts of the State and United States. 

Third—That matured interest on all bonds de- 
clared valid by the Commission shall be paid out of 
the money lu the Treasury, and the interest for the 
current year on such bonds shall be paid out of 
moneys collected hereafter. 

Fourth—That as the final adjadication is reached 
upon the bonds declared invalid by the Commis- 
sion, the funds levied for interest shal! be paid ont 
upon the entire amount of bonds declared valid 
obligations of the State. 

Fisth—That the floating debt of the State, ia- 
cluding bills of banks of the State, be settled at 
50 cents on the oe Eee in coupon- bonds

A correspondent siguing himself J. Williams, 
and giving his residence as No. 79 Monroe 
street, Brooklyn, writes to the Tribune 
in relation to the troubles in South Caro- 
lina.

money in riotous living,” is a wrong one. He 
states that the very worst men have 
been “proved to be men tothe manner 
born,” such men as  ex-Goy.

He says it is the greatest of all mistakes to sup- 
pose that the people of South Carolina furnish- 
ed the money, und ass that The people of 
the North * it, and are never likely to 
get it back. e people of the North bought 
the bonds issued by the State, and the North, 
not the South, was robbed.” He thinks the 
rioting did not cost 86.000, 000, the amount of 
the bonds repudiated, all of which were held at 
the North. 

Among the guests at the Astor House yester- 
day was Thomes C. Duna, Comptroller-General 
of South Carolina under Gov. Chamberlain. 
Mr. Dupn is a man of medium size, with a 
pleasant fare, long, pointed gray beard, and 
gray mustache.

When this element secured 
the General Assembly it passed 
a constitutional amendment forbidding 
any inerease of the public debt; then took up 
and thoroughly examined the question of the 
existing debt, and repudiated 66.000, 000 that 
had been unlawfully issued by the Republican 
Legislature. It then an act to the 
‘consolidated bonds,’ providing for the funding 
of the remainder of the debt, which amounted 
to $11,000,000, prineipal and interest, at 50 
cents on a dollar, the coupons of these 
bonds being receivable for taxes. When 
Gov. Chamberlain was elected in 
1874, 2 had in their platform a recog- 
nition this settlement of the public debt 
question. In . the Hampton party 
ran against Gov. Chamberlain, both parties re- 
iterated this recognition, and pledged them- 
selves to maintain the settlement. Since 
Hampton was el the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Democratic party, and the ‘ Wal- 
lace House have again declared, by resolution, 
that they would maintain the act. But now the 
Democrats in the Legislature are to re- 
pudiate a large part of the consolidated bonds 
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State Bank Examiner, in his report on the 
Union Dime Savings Bank, asserts that Messrs.

THE CONFLICT OF THE FACTIONS. 
There was such a turnout of the Democratic 
party, with all that the name implies, at the 
Palmer House last nicht, as has not been seen since 


the exciting days of the last campaign. It was 
the general understanding that there was to be 
some fun before the evening was over, the said

Besides the members of the 
City Central Committee, there were people 
there who never belonged to any committee, 
and whose sole desire was to be present and 
take a hand in doing whatever voting was to be 
done to push through anvtbing and everything 
that might be of benefit to Tammany. In the 
early part of the. evening the committees did 
the necessary amount of routine work to fur- 
nish an excuse for calling the gatherings com- 
mittee meetings, after which the City Central 
was merged into a public meeting of the party, 
and the County Central was invited to come in 
and take a hand. The party was fully repre- 
sented. The gentlemen who have earned the 
name of “silk-stockings” were on hand to 
render an excuse for such an organiza- 
tion as the League, but the adherents 
of Tammany were in the majority, and the meet- 
ing was manipulated in away which caused 
them the most intense delight.

THE BACK-TAXES SCARE. 
We yesterday explained that there was no 


occasion for the excitement and alarm which 


have been created by the demand of the Tax- 
Collector for the payment of the city taxes 
levied for the years 1878 and 1874. It is 
important, however, that this explanation 
shall be made as general as possible, so that 
it may be brought to the knowledge of every 
taxpayer who finds himself confronted with 
a demand to pay taxes for those y when 
he already holds a receipt for the same, The 
explanation is very simple: In 1873 and 
1874 the Common Council of those years 
persisted, in opposition to the earnest advice 
of the best citizens, in having a valuation of 
the taxable property made by city officers, 
and upon these valuations the taxes of those 


years were levied. In due time, when these 


taxes became due, they were paid to an 
amount probably equal to 65 percent. The 
other 35 per cent were not paid; and a large 
portion of the delinauents appealed to the 
Supreme Court. That Court decided that 
the assessments or valuations made by the 
city officers were illegal ; that the city should 


have levied its taxes on the valuation made 
for State and county purposes; and hence 


the taxes levied in 1873 and 1874 were illegal 
and void. 
The result was that the Court declared 


the whole tax, as well that which had been 
paid as that which had not been paid, illegal. | 
In the meantime, a large proportion of these 
unpaid taxes have been paid voluntarily into 
the City Treasury. 


The total city tax for 1873.74 on real 


and personal property was in round num- 
bers about $11,000,000. Of this whole sum 
about $1,950,000 had not been collected up 
to the Ist of February, 1878, and of this de- 
ficit about $340,000 only was for personal 
taxes.

Under these circumstances, the Legisla- 


ture enacted that there should be a new tax 
levied for 1873, and. also for the year 1874, 
and to make it a general, and not a special, 
tax, it should be levied on the whole prop- 
erty within the city,—on the property which 
had paid the $9,000,000 of taxes as well as on 


that which had not paid the $2,000,- 
00%. Technically, the whole prop- 
erty, real and personal, in the city 
is retaxed to the sum of $11,000,000, 
though in fact there is less than $2,000,000 
due. The law, however, did not contem- 
plate that the payments made should be 


lost. It was intended only to reach the 
property which had not paid any taxes at 
all during those years. The fact that the 
new levies of taxes were to be made on the 
State valuations of 1873 and of 1874, and 
not upon the city valuations for those years, 
leads to the result that in some instances 


the valuation of one man’s property by the 
State was much less than the valuation of 
the same property by the city, and; in that 
case, his tax-receipts will show that he has 
paid more than is now claimed of him. In 
other cases, and notably in the matter of 
corporations taxed on capital stock, the re- 
verse will be the rule, and the present de- 
mand will be for more than has been already 
paid. 

Thedlaw provides that, in every case where 


2 property-holder has paid the city tax for 


1873 and 74, he can present his receipts for 
those taxes already paid and have the same 
entered up in full satisfaction for the tax 
now claimed against him; if there be 
any difference between the sum paid by him 
and that now claimed, the amount of that 
difference only can be claimed. So, at the 
utmost, no person who has paid his taxes for 
1873 and 74 can be required to pay any-

THE EUROPEAN CONGRESS. 
All the European Powers have now given 
their assent and agreed to send representa- 
tives to the Congress which, it is decided, 
will be held at Berlin, and probably, as Bu- 
mancx intimated in his recent speech in 
Parliament, some time during the latter part 
of the present month. As a German city 
has been selected for the locality, by cour- 
tesy and usage one of the German repre- 
sentatives will preside, probably Prince Bis- 
Manck himself, should his health permit. 
The full list of representatives is not known, 
but it is certain that Lord Lyons will repre- 
sent England; Prince Gorrscuaxorr, Rus- 
sia; Prince Brsmarcx, Germany; and Count 
Anprassy, Austria. It is already announced 
semi-officially that no questions will be sub- 
mitted to this Congress that do not concern 
Europe at large. France agrees to the Con- 
gress upon the condition that the Eastern 
question shall be the only one brought up. 
Prince AversprerG has also state in the 
Austrian Reichsrath that every guestion but 
the Eastern would be excluded from the 
scope of discussion. Russia takes the 
same ground; likewise Germany. IT, 
then, England goes into the Congress 
with the demafid, as it is now 
intimated, that every point of the Russo. 
Turkish treaty shall receive the sanction of 
the European Powers, she will be over- 
ruled, and to this decision she will have to 
submit, because she is powerless to do other- 
wise. She must abide by the decision of 
the majority or fight the majority. That 
England will fight combined Europe is as 
unlikely as the supposition that she will 
fight Russia alone ,or any other single Conti- 
nental Power, unless it were one of the Ger- 
man Duchies or Slavic principalities. The 
basis of discussion is so well settled that it 
may be accepted in advance, however much 
England may protest. The discussion then 
narrows itself down to the Eastern question, 
in which England is vitally concerned. This 
of itself is abroad and comprehensive theme, 
and elastic enough to stretch over a large 
number of subsidiary questions. As no 
two nations view the Eastern ques- 
tion alike, it would be impossible 
to define it accurately. England ap- 
plies the term ‘o everything that affects 
her interests between the Mediterranean Sea 
and the Indian Ocean, and Russia compre- 
hends in the term every interest she has 
from the Baltic to the Chinese frontier, 
while with Germany and Austria it goes no 
further than the mouths of the Danube, and 
in the case of France ends with the Suez 
Canal. To England and Russia the Eastern 
question is one of politics; to Austria and 
Germany, of commerce ; to France, of francs 
and sentiment,—of francs, because she holds 
Suez Oanal stock; the’ sentiment, because 
‘*forty centuries looked down” from the 
Pyramids upon Napotzon’s army. The Lon- 
don Spectator of Feb. 23 probably defines 
the question as it will be considered in 
the Congress with sufficient 
when it limits it to the freedom 
of Constantinople, the freedom of the 
Straits, and the freedom of the people 
of Egypt. There is no doubt that these 
three points are vital to England, and that 
she cannot make any concessions with re- 
gard to them without involving her complete 
isolation from her Asiatic possessions, and 
the ultimate surrender of India to Russia. 
But will it be necessary to make any conces- 
sions? With regard to the first proposition, 
Russia has over and over again, officially and 
unofiicially, pledged herself not to occupy 
Constantinople, and the terms of the pre- 
liminary treaty not only leave Constantino- 
ple on the Bosphorus and Gallipoli on the 
Dardanelles in Turkish hands, but the coun- 
try of Roumelia as far west as Adrianople. 
She cannot break that pledge without in- 
curring a degree of odium that no na- 
tion can afford to bear, and placing 
herself in a position where no other Power 
would make treaties with her. She could 
not afford to incur the enmity of the world 
that would be aroused by such perfidy. 
With regard to the freedom of the Straits, 
Russia has already expressed herself in favor

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CHICAGO’S GRAIN TRADE. 

The impression is spreading that Chicago 
is losing its grain trade. It is evident from 
investigation that this impression is merely 
the outgrowth of superficial observation. 
It is true that the elevators have not been 
doing the business during the last few 
months that they f@rmerly did, and that 
there is not the accumulation of grain at 
this point that there usually is at ‘the close 
of winter. But this is not in itself an indi- 
cation of any decrease of trade. The winter 
has been an open one, and there has been a 
steady demand for grain for export at the 
ruling rates. There has consequently been 
a regular movement of grain through Chi- 
cago. A comparison of the receipts and 
shipments of grain at Chicago during the 
winter just closed with the preceding winter 
shows a very decided increase, in spite of the 
fact that the elevators have been comparatively 
empty. And this grain has been handled, 
and the business has been done, in Chicago. 
The difference is that good prices and an 
open way have afforded a ready market and 
quick transit for the grain. The railroads 
have not had to contend against snow-drifts, 
broken rails, and the other delays incident 
to a severe winter, but have been prepared 
to carry forward much larger quantities of 
grain than usual in the winter season. Nor 
have the shippers found it necessary to em- 
ploy the elevators for transfer purposes, in- 
asmuch as they have been able to transfer 
promptly on the tracks, and at a much less 
cost. Though the elevators made a bid for 
the business by reducing their rates to 1} 
cents for the first ten days and 4 of a cent 
for each succeeding ten days, the reduction 
did not secure the business, as transfers 
of grain have been made og the 
track as low as 4 of a cent per bushel. 
Wherever prompt sales of the grain have 
been made—and this has been the rule of 
the season—it has been unnecessary to incur 
the storage costs. This saving affects only 
the owners of elevators, for, if anything, 
more money is paid for labor by direct 
transfer on the tracks than through the ele- 
vators, and the profite for those who handle 
the grain in Chicago have been larger with- 
out imposing so much cost on buyer or seller. 
Even consignments of grain that have passed 
directly through Chicago without stopping 
have in most cases represented Chicago busi- 
ness, as the grain was bought and sold by

THE HERESY OF PROF. SMITH. 

W. Ropertson Suite, an eminent Pro- 
fessor of Theology in the Free-OChurch Col- 
lege at Aberdeen, Scotland, has been put on 
trial by the Presbytery of that place for 
heresy. His principal offense was the writ- 
ing of the article on the Bible in the new 
edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica. This 
article is believed by a number of his asso- 
ciates to be heterodox, because it contradicts 
the inspiration of the Scriptures. Besides. 
the positive negations of Divine authority 
which it contains, it is supposed to have 
„an unsettling tendency,” and to be injuri- 
ous for its neutrality of attitude” with ref- 
erence to some of the vital canons of Bibli- 
eal criticism. Whether Prof. Surra can be 
justly charged with heresy is a question for 
the Presbytery to determine; but there need 
be no hesitation in saying that his views of 
Biblical inspiration differ widely from those 
most prevalent in the Church. His main 
proposition in judging of the Old Testament 
is that The limits of individual books are 
not the limits of authorship.” Thus he 
holds that two documents can be dissected 
out of the Book of Genesis. The dovetail- 
ing of these documents and the fur- 
nishing of the necessary material to 
bridge the gaps between them he sup- 
poses to be the work of a third hand. 
„Whether the same hands or only the same 
tendencies as appear in the non-Levitical 
parts of Genesis run on as far as the Book of 
Kings, is a question,” remarks Prof. Surrn, 
‘which cannot be viewed as decided.” He 
had previously committed himself, however, 
by saying that the traditional lore of the 
priests, the teachings of the prophets, and 
the religious life of the more enlightened of 
the people, are three currents of influence 
which continue through the Old Testament de- 
velopment. The counterpart of these he finds 
in the three main sectionsof the early history. 
‘Up to the Book of Joshua,” he incautiously 
remarks, “ all three run side by side.”

“Monroe doctrine” is some sort of constitu- 
tional amendment or United States statute. 
What is kno@p as the Monrog doctrine was 
the utterance of President Monnosz in his mes- 
sage of 1823, after the recognition of the inde- 
pendence of Mexico and the South American 
provinces that had been under Spanish domin- 
ion, to the effect that the United States shoula 
always hold aloof from the entanglements of 
the European nations, and that the effort 
on the part of any European Power 
to extend its sway on the Western 
Continent sbould be regarded as a men- 
ace to this Government, and be resisted ac- 
cordingly. The“ doctrine,’’ so announced, has 
been accepted to such a degree that it has passed 
into the unwritten law of the country,—a kind 
of law which is the most sacred and efficient in 
England. While there is nothing, then, in the 
„ Monroe doctrine” to prevent the United 
States from joining the European Powers in a 
Peace Conference, that doctrine exercises suffi- 
cient moral force to restrain the Government 
from any such unwise proceeding. The repre- 
sentation of the United States Government. at 
any Official settlement of European complica- 
tions would imply the privilege of European in- 
tervention on the American Continent, which it 
is the best interest of the United States always 
to deny and resist. 


South Carolina has always been prolific of 
queer people.

When the young moon is farther north than 
the sun, the sunlight extends further under 
than the average, and the crescent is described 
as lying on its back. On the contrary, when 
the moon is farther south than the sun, the 
sunlight reaches beyond the astronomically 
northern peint of the moon’s limb, and the 
crescent is more nearly perpendicular. This 
explanation will perhaps enable the Young 
Folks” to understond why the new moon in 
spring is always more recumbent than is the 
new moon in autumu. They may easily trace 
out the relative positions of the two in the 
different seasons by the aid of a celestial globe; 
but the effect is sometimes decreased ana some- 
times diminished by the fact that the moon 
does not move in the plane of the ecliptic. The 
new moons of spring are now inclined more 
than the average due to the season: nine years 
hence they will be inclined less than the aver- 
age.

PERSONAL LIABILITY ON RKEAL-ESTATE 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, March 9.—Very many of the old 
real-estate operators are either insolvent or 
bankrupts. The former condition was hardly 
avoidabie, when the great buik of property was 
mortgaged, but it may be questioned whether 
the second condition Was more the result of a 
decline in values than of other causes. It will be 
found that applications tor discharges in bank- 
raptcy have been made because property on 
which notes were secured was foreclosed fora, 
less amount than tbe notes called for, leaving a 
personal liability ‘or the balance. The owner of 
the real estate has thereiore not only lost his 
property, but incurred a debt for which, in very | 
many cases, he has bad no consideration in fact. 
It will, of course, ve said that a note is a prom-_ 
ise to pay the amount therein stated, and that 
the property mortgaged is simply collatcrai se- 
curity, upon which the holder of the note can 
realize, or sue the maker, as he may elect, 
This is unquestionably tne law. 

1s THIS LAW JusT? 
Hardly without exception, money has been 
loaved upon real estate because it has been 
deemedsuflicient — . the borrower 
was personally responsible or not. To prove the 
truth of this statement, it is only necessary to 
ask any lender of money, whether, either for 
himseli or for others, he bas advanced money 
upon real property before that fact has been 
fuily determined in his own mind. Even Na- 
tional Banks, while they depended to a certain 
extent on the personal credit of the borrower, 
yet in large transactions based their discounts

BUILDING IN NEW YORK. 

Capitalists in New York are pursuing the 
same policy as those of Chicago in taking ad- 
vantage oi the low — of land and building 
material to build. ‘The Sum says: 

Dwellings now being completed in the up-town 
district, along the line of improvement, promise 
to realize handsome returns to those who bought 
land and commenced operations last summer, dur- 
ing the period of extreme depression. The win- 
ter, now fairly over, was very propitious for build- 
ing operations, which, owing to the miidness of 
the weather. have been scarcely interrupted during 
the whole season. Our most sagacious capitalists 
are improving their vacant property. Solid con- 
servative builders, eeding upon the general 
principle of trade,—to buy when everything 1s at 
the lowest ebb, —are quietly picking up choice lots 
wherever they can get them at a real bargain. The 
coming season will be a very active one in the up- 
town building district. 

RENTS IN NEW YORK. 

The New York Deily Sulletin says that bank- 
ers and brokers in the neighborhood of Wall 
street have demanded a reduction of 10 to 15 
per cent in rents, have been refused it by their 
landiords, and are preparing to remove to more 
economical quarters. 


THE BANKRUPT LAW. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cntcado, March 8.—A writer in a late num- 
ber of Tus Trisune urges the repeal of the 
Bankrupt law, and entreats Tus TRIsung, as 
it made cucb a successful fight for the Silver 
bil), that it now take up the Bankrupt law and 


its repeal. 

Fhe law, as it now stands, certainly has many 
and very grave defects; but the condition of 
the country at the present time, when failures 
are occurring daily throughout the length and 
breadth of our land, demands that a similar 
law should exist. The same causes that de- 
manded its enactment still exist, and demand 
its retention in an amended form. 

The writer alluded to states that “the assets 
are frequently sold at half their value.“ Grant- 
ed; but is this not largely the fault of the cred- 
itors themselves 
Why are they not present on the day of sale 
to see that the goods be not sacrificed 
In my own case, the goods sold at about 50 
per cent of the invoice price, said invoice being 
taken at the wholesale price, minus freight add- 
ed, but one creditor being present. Now, whose 
fault was it that the 8s were sacrificed? 
Nearly all wholesale houses keep iu their em- 
ply a traveling attorney to look after their in- 
terest, whose duty it should be to be present, 
either personally or by deputy, at such sales; 
then they would have no cause to blame the 
bankrupt uf the goods are sacrificed. It is easy. 
in case they should buy the goods, to put a good 
man in charge and sell the goods out. 
If the Bankrupt law be repealed, then the law 
permitting one creditor—and the smallest one 
at that—to swear out an execution, attach the 
goods, and seil them at Sheriff’s sale, must also 
be repealed. Here is a forced sale in earnest, 
and, if the goods bring five cents on the dollar, 
that ove particular creditor is satisfied if the net 
amount is sufficient to meet his claim, and the 
Sheriff doesn’t care so he gets his fees. 
Otten the whole stock of a country merchant 
is sold m this way beiore the large creditor is 
aware of his customer being seriously embar- 
rassed. 
I would ask the writer, Which of the two 
evils is the greatest? The Bankrupt law as it 
now stands must be amended, because it contains 
serious defects; but I have grave doubts of the 
om of its repeal at the present time. 
The expense is one great defect, and the time 
of settiement (two years) another, and they 
both need looking into. 
The amendment now before Congress, among 
other things, abolishes the 30 per cent now re- 
quired to get a discharge in cases of voluntary 
bankruptcy. This | look upon as just and 
right, for 1 believe if a debtor turns over all his 
assets that he shouid be entitled to a discharge, 
whether they pay 9 or 99 cents on the dollar. 
A bankrupt getting a discharge, and faving 
some triend who will loan him money, can again 
resume business in his own name; whilst if no 
such law existed, he woald be compelled to do 
business in his wife’s name, or some one eise’s, 
probably ai! his life. 
One great trouble with an assignment is that 
it will not hold good unless all the creditors 
sign it, whilst some rebellious creditor fre- 
soe y jumps in with an attachment, getting 
00 cents on the dollar of his claim. whilst the 
remainder are considering the proposed assign‘ 
ment. 
Wnat the ple want is a simple, inexpensive 
law that will prevent one creditor from getting 
all the meat and leaving only the bones to the 
more deserving.

MUCH or THE PERPLEXITY 

on this subject of the taxes of 1878 and 1874, 
and much of the compiaint on the part of the 
payers of personal-property taxes, has arisen 
from the ignorance of the difference between 
the city and the county assessments. In 1873 
the city’s valuation of real estate was $264,- 
000,000, and of personal property $49,000,000, or 
of the whole valuation the property 
was a little less than one-sixth. In the same 
year, on the county assessment the total vaiua- 
tion of this city was $226,000,000, of which 


the rsonal property valuation was 664, 
or a little orer one-quarter 
of the whole. In 1874 the city’s valu- 


ation of personal property was a little over 
one-sixth. On the county valuation it was be- 
tween a third ana a fourth. The result of this 
was that, on the city’s extension of tac taxes, 
personal preperty paid propertionatcly less 
and real estate more than when the same sum 
of money had to be raised on the county's 
assessment. The difference is dest shown by 
the following table, which explains, roughly, 
how the taxes would be divided up betweeu 
personal and real property if extended on the 
city and county assessments, respectively :

It will be seen that, if the tax-levy for these 
two years is extended on the county assess- 
ment, real estate ee Se less and 
personal property $1,500, more than on the 
city’s assessment. Now, if no taxes at ail had 
been paid, there would be but little difficulty. 
But some have paid something, and are credited 
therewith. 80, under the present extension on 
the county assessment, it turns out that those 
who have paid personal taxes have not 
paid enough, and that those who 
paid taxes on real estate have paid too much. 
There is real estate which has paid no taxes, 
from which the city etaimed under its tax-levies 
of 1873 and 1874 $1,600,000. That real estate is 
now called on to pav—the tax being extended 
on the county assessment—only about $1,35v,- 
000. The city wiil, therefore, lose $250,000 
clean and clear out of its levy unless it collects 
on the balances of the persenal property as- 
sessments genough to make it even. If it 
allows those personal-property balances to go 
uncollected, there will be an absolute deficien-y 
of $350,000 on ite real-estate collections. ‘The 
above table will also explain why Collector 
Kimball finds $1,800,000 of personal-property 
taxes on his books.

ed and fired three times. Of course this was 
very quick work, allowing hardly avy time for 
aiming. The firing was almost instantancons. 
When Col. Marcy went to examine the target 
he found one hole exactly in the centre of 
bull’s-eye. He remarked, however, that the 
other two shuts had missed the target entirely. 
Capt. Scott smiled, called foran ax, split the 
log, found the three balls imbedded in the 
single hole. These shots were all off-hand. 

. Marcy says that he has seen officers who 
vouched for the truth of the following, haviug 
seen Capt. Scott do it: He would take two po- 
tatoes, and, throwing them into the air succes- 
sively, would put a pistol-ball through both of 
them as they crossed in the air, one going up 
and one coming down. 

The frst duel in which Capt. Scott was en- 
gaged was under the following circumstances. 
He was stationed on the frontier, at a military 
post of Councii Bluff. The officers were, the 
most of them, fond of a social giass, and addict- 
ed to card-playlug, and they considered a man 
who abstained entirely from like indulgences as 
wanting in the 1 spirit. Capt. Scott never 
drank a giass of liquor, and never played a 
game of cards, and, while he was very libera! in 
his intercourse with his brother officers, he was 
exceedingly parsimonious iv bis own personal 
expenses. The officers aro him teok um- 
brage at this, and ually withdrew from all 
mtercourse with him, until he was absolutely 
put into coventry by all save three of his asso- 
ciates in arms. He suomitted for a long tine 
to the insulta and persecutions, and then held 
a council of war with his three friends to 
determine what was best to be done. They 
told him that only two alternatives were 
left him, —one was to throw up his commission, 
and the other was to challenge the first man 
that should insult him. He readily chose the 
latter course, apd his determination became 
known throughout the post. His skill . a 
marksman and his undoubted nerve protected 
him for a good while, no one caring to need- 
lessly risk an encounter with him. 

At length, however, an officer from a neigh- 
boring post, who was a celebrated shot, and had 
brought down his man iv about half-a-dozen 
duels, was sent for. He took the first opportu- 
nity to insult Capt. Scott. The insult was given 
at mess-table, and a challenge immediately fol- 
lowed. In telling of the duel afterward, Capt. 
Scott said that he went to the ground consider- 
ably agitated. Being utterly opposed to duel- 
ing, be had determined to throw away his fire. 


Just about that time he accidentally overheard 


his antagonist say that he had a very disagreca- 
ble job on hand that morning, viz.: the shoot- 
ing of a d— 4 Yankee.” This raised apt. 
Scott's indignation, and he determined Trom 
that moment to punish his opponent. When 
the word was given the men fired together. 
Capt. Scott received a slight flesh wound, and 
sent a ball Whizzing through his opponent’s 
lungs. It is mentioned as a curious fact that 
this shot saved the man’s life. He had the 
consumption before the duel and recovered 
afterward. I hesitate, however, to secommend 
this as an inevitable cure for the consumption. 
It is a remedy, however, that is apt to either 
eure or kill, 

Capt. Scott came very near having another 
duel on the most ridiculous grounds. He was 
a great sportamgn, and a perfect stickler for all 
the technicalitiés of sporting lore. He would 
get in passion at hearing any one call a line 
of geeS® ~a flock’’ of geese, or a bevy of quails 
%, brood ” of quails: On one occasion he or- 
ganized a en hunt. The e was jackass- 
rabbits. great many visiting officers were 
present, and Capt. Seott bad taken great pride 
in having the hunt conducted on the strictest 
principles. He had instructed the home officers 
that when a rabbit ran from cover they should 
all give the view halloo, Tally-ho!“ Among 
tne officers was a Capt. B——n, who was an in- 
veterate practical joker. The hounds were un- 
loosened and taken into the woods, and soon 
opened musically. Every man was at his post 
in tiptoe anxiety to catch the first glimpse of 
the expected game. Suddenly, pear the stana 
of Capt. 5B n, ‘out bounded aa enormous mule 
with twenty dogs in full cry at her heels. In 
this critical moment Capt. roared at the 
top of his voice, Sally, whoa! Sally, whoa! 
Sally, whoa! The ridiculous cry was taken 
up, and the whole field burst into uncontrolla- 
ble laughter. Capt. Scott was violently en- 
raged, and it took all that the friends of the 
parties could do to prevent his calling the prac- 
tical joker out.

SUNDAY DELIVERY. 
To the Editor of The Pribune. 

Curcaco, March 4.— While perusing the 
columns of Tus Sunpay Tripune of yesterday 
my eye met the two productions on Reform 
with regard to a change of Post-Office bours for 
the delivery of mails on Sundays. Emanating 
as they do, one from a church- member and the 
other from @ non-church-member, a grocer, they 
bear on their face conspicuous similarity, inas- 
muchas they both demand a change of the 
time or hour for the delivery of Sunday mails 
for the sole purpose of gaining an opportunity 
of hearing good sermons, not individually, but 
collectively. At first sigut there is [u 
nothing un reasonable in these combined de- 
mands, but on closer serutiuy they manifest a 
spirit of selshness and to ignorance of the 
amount of Sunday labor it requires to get the 
mails in readiness for Sunday delivery before the 
office is opened to the public.

There was a reasonable degree of activity in the 
dry-goods market, and a uniformly shady set of 
prices. An increasing attendance of buyers as 
well as an increased volume of mail oraers is 
noted. and jobbers ate in good humor. In the gro- 
cery market little change was observable. There 
was a fair degree of activity in the demand for 
staple and fancy goods, and the general tenor of 
prices was steady. Coffees and sugars were the 
firmest articles in the list. No changes were ap- 
parent in the butter and cheese markets. They 
were unsettied in tone and weak. Roll was almost 
unsalable, owing to the warm weather. There was 
an active city and country demand for fish, and 
prices were steady ali around. Dried fruits con- 
tinue in good request at very full prices. The 
quotations of oils remained unchanged, the gen- 
eral market being steady at Friday's figurea. No 
changes were developed in the leather, tobacco, 
bagging, coal, and wood markets. Paints were in 
good request, and ruled firm at $8.50 for strictly 
pure lead, and at 80. 50 7. 50 for fancy brands. 

The lamber market was fairly active and firm, 
Orders are coming in from ali quarters, and the 
local trade is increasing. The mild weather has 
nearly ended the logging season, and the men are 
coming out of the woods. It is believed that the 
stock at some of the largest manufacturing points 
will be below any of the recent estimates. The 
seed market was fairly active, clover beinga 
shade easier under élightiy increased receipts. 
The advance in freights also caused weakriess. The 
hay market was steady. Wool and broom-corn 
were in moderate request at the quotations. Hides 
were steady under a fair local inquiry with small 
receipts, Poultry was slew and weak. The of- 
ferings were got large, but the mild weather made 
sellers anxious to close out the stock on hand. 
Potatoes were steady under a light local inquiry. 

Rail freights were moderately active, and quoted 
steady, on the basis of 20c per 100 De of grain to 
New York. On Monday the tariff on fourth-class 
will be as follows: To New York, 30e per 100 the; 
to Boston, 350; Philadelphia. 28c; Baitimore, 
27c.

THE TURF. 
THE GRAND CENTRAL’S PROGRAMME. 

The programme of the Grand Central Trot- 
ting Circuit for 1878 has finaily been arranged, 
the Stewards holding a meeting in New York a 
few days ago, and settling the matter. The 
first feature that one notices in the concern this 
year is the fact that it is a Septilateral, instead 
of an Octolateral, as last year, Fleetwood Park 
having been “‘ knocked out of the ring,” so to 
speak, by the disastrous meeting beld over its 
track last fall, when several of the purses were 
not paid, the concern thereby falling into gen- 
eral disrepute among horsemen, who would be 
certain not to patronize it this season, even if 
the liabilities incurred last vear should be set- 
tled in full or compromised. The airing 
of the disgraceful manner in which the 
Board of Appeals, of which Gates Ber- 
nard, lessee of Fleetwood Park, was a 
member, prostituted itself, and violated laws of 
its own making. in order to give Fleetwood the 
best of it, was exposed by the driver of Black- 
wood, Jr., through the columns of this and 
other papers, has effectually squelched what 
little life Fleetwood Park had, and at present it 
is the deadest kind of a corpse, and not a very 
beafitiful one either. 

With Fleetwood Park out, the Grand Central 
Circuit now consists of the Associations at 
Cleveland, Buffalo, Rochester, Utica, Spring- 
tield, Hartford, and Poughkeepsie, and the order 
in which the meetings of 1878 will occur is that 
in which the names of the above-mentioned 
places are given. As usual, Cleveland will in- 
augurate the svort, its meeting being held July 
W to 20 inclusive, and the others on 
succeeding weeks. In regard to entries, 
it has been decided to have those for 


Cleveland, Buffalo, and Rochester close July 
15, and for the other places on the dates not yet 
determined. The entrance-fee will be the usual 
one of 10 per cent of the purse, and will be pay 
or viay. From the programme to be follow- 
ed at each meeting, which is given below, it will 
be seen that there will be a decided reduction 
in the amount hung up for purses. Last year 
each Association gave about $24,000, but this 
season the limit has been fixed at $15,000, be- 
yond which figure no association will be allowed 
togo. Ateach place $500 has been reserved 
for svecial purposes, and it is understood that 
several of the tracks will follow the example 
set by Cleveland last year, and put up $1, 
for a pacipg race. This description of sport has 
increased in popularity immensely during the 
past two years, aud there is a general feeling 
that the “side-wheelers” should be allowed 
the monopoly of at least one event, at each of 
the big meetings.

THE HON. CHARLES L. WILSON. 
Yesterday afternoon a dispatch was received at 
the Journal office from San Antonio, Texas, an- 
nouncing the death of the Hon. Charies L. Wilson, 
the proprietor of that paper. The sad event took 
place at 2 o'clock yesterday morning. For over 
three years he had been an invalid, and during all 
that time he did nothing but travel from place to 
place in search of health. Last summer, while 
sojourning at Geneva Lake, he had a very serioys 
iliness, which lasted several weeks, and on 
two or three occasions his death was 
momentarily expected. Last November his 
physicians advised him to seck the 
balmy air of Texas, and recommended San Antonio 
as his winter residence. Thither he went with his 
wifeand child. Disease, however, had under- 
mined his constitution. Day by day he gradually 
declined, and yesterday morning his lamp of life 
was extinguished forever. 
The history of his editorial career is coextensive 
with that of Chicr o, and when the historian of 


the latter comes to write up its annals he will ind 


e files of Mr. Wilson's Journal indispensable for 
reference, being a faithful reflex gf the spirit of 
the times from a period when this great and flour- 
ishing metropolis was but a small village. He was 
born in Fairfield County, Conn., Oct., 10, 1818, 
and was the son of John Quintard and Maria 
Lush Wilson. The Wilson family is of 

ancestry, being descended from John 
Wilson, one of the passeggers of the Mayflower in 
1620,—a Puritan pi@acher of great power and 
am, who, in his day, was denominated the St. 
Paul of New England.“ The father of oar subject 
was a lawyer of large practice in New York City. 
In middle hfe he removed to Connecticut. where 
he was made J of the County Court of Fair- 
field County in t State, which position he re- 
tained about a quarter of acentury. He afterward 
removed to New York State, and was Judge of the 
County Court of Aloany for a number of years. 
He died in 1863 at an advanced age. His mother 
was descended from French Huguenot stock, and 
was the daughter of Dr. Richard Lush, of Albany, 
N. ¥. She was a woman of great energy of — 
acter and of eminent piety. Becoping a me r 
of the North Dutch Church of Albany in girlhood, 
she continued steadfast in the faita till her death, 4 
which occurred in 1862. 
Mr. Wilson never enjoyed the advantages of a 
collegiate course, bat secureda thorough common- 
school and academic education, which he sapple- 
mented by a wide and varied culture, obtained by 
judicious reading and close observation. In Sep- 
tember, 1835, he removed to Chicago, and ob- 
tained employment as clerk in a commercial 
house; he subsequently removed to Joliet, 
where he served for a time in the same 
capacity. In 1844 his brother, Richard L. 
Wilson, — e = of the eas ton al, 2 
sta in that year as a cam ournal, 
—— the election of Henry Clay to the Presi- 
dency. After the campaiga it was decided to con- 
tinue the publication of the paper, and in the fol- 
lowing year Mr. Charles L. Wilson became aseociat- 
ed with his brotherin its editorial management. 
In 1848 his brother was appointed Postmaster of 
Chicago by President Taylor, when Charles L. be- 
came sole proprietor as well as editor of the Tren- 
tna Jovrnal, a position which be has ever since 
continued to hold. Under his conduct 
the leading organ of 
in Ilinois, sap 
the principles of that party so long d the organ- 
— lasted, and afterward fought the Know- 
Nothing party with force and zeal. When the Re- 
ee 1 was formed he was one of ite 
earliest advocates and supporters. He was a mem- 
ber of the Convention of 1858, and, being a per- 
sonal and political friend of Abrahan Lincoln, of- 
fered the resolution, which was adopted. That 
Abraham Lincoln was ite first, last, and only 
choice of Illinois for United States Senator in 
place of . A. Douglas. It was by his advice 
that Mr. Lincoln replied to the speech made by 
Douglas in Chicago on his retarn from Washing- 
ton, and it was also by his advice that 
Mr. Lincoln challenged Dougias to the never- 
to-be-forgotten joint ciscussion whi 
lasted through that memorable campaign. During 
that discussion Mr. Lincoln often sought bis ad- 
vice as to the course to be taken. and governed 
himself in no small degree by the suggestions 
made to him by Mr. Wilson. In the contest which 
followed for the nomination of Presidential can- 
didate, Mr. Wilson warmly advocated through his 
per the claims of William H. Seward, with whom 
is relations were even more intimate than with 
Abraham Lincoln; but though greatly 4 ee 
ed when the choice of the Convention fell upon 
Mr. Lincoln, rather than upon Mr. Seward, he at 
once urged the hearty ratification of the nomina- 
tion, and it was through bis influence that Mr. 
Seward subsequently went West to advocate the 
election of Mr. Lincoln. - 

In 1861, = President Lincoln's inarguration, 
one of the iret foreign appointments was that of 
Mr. Wilson, as Secretary of the United States Le- 
gation at London. In this ition he served for 
three years. and resigned, his newspaper interests 
demanding his presence and attentioa at home. 
Ever since he has devoted himself to his journal- 
istic labor, having associated with him in 1856 
the Hon. Andrew Shuman, upon whose shoulders 
has latterly ly devolved the editorial work of 
the Journal. a writer Mr. Wilson was 2 
keen, and strong. He was married in July, 1860, 
to Mies Caroline F. Farrar, daughter of the late 
Isaac Farrar, of Bangor, Me. They have had two 
children, namely Louisa F. and Charles L., the 
latter dying in infancy. 

0 to his il health during the past three 
years, Mr. Wilson was unable to pay much, if any, 
attention to the editorial or business department of 
his paper. former wes in charze of the Hon. 

rew Shuman, and the latter of Col. Henry W.

GONE TO WRECK, 
A GUTTED HOUSE. 

On the southeast corner of West Taylor street 
and Centre avenue there stands building, or 
rather the ehell of a building, to which a history 
attaches. It is a two-story and basement 
brick house, and its distinguishing pe- 
culiarity is that it only bousts of two 
walls and a roof, the front and rear walls having 
been demolished. The basement walls have not 
been disturbed, but, with this exception, every - 
thing is gone. Inthe gutter on the north side of 
the building the twelve wooden steps which form- 
eriy led up to waat was once the front door, can 
be found. Of the flooring of the basement two- 
thirds has been removed, and what is left is coated 
a foot taick with deoris. On the fret and second 
floors the ring has been torn up, the plastering, 
ceiling, and m some places even the laths have 
been removed, the inner stairs have been carried 
away, andin the whole piace nothing stands but 
the walls betore- mentioned and the beams and 
raiters of the floors. 

The house is about thirty feet wide by forty feet 
in depth, and stands in a lot 100 feet square. The 
pioperty was originally bought by Charies McAllis- 
ter, a ruiladelpbia capi t Aman named Ken- 
nedy bought it from McAllister, and began to build 
the house. The terme of payment for tne lot were 
one-flith cash and the balance on time. A mort- 
gage was givep forthe deferred payments. Ken- 
nedy died and left the estate to hu family, giving 
this particular piece to his son-in-law, a man 
named Cushing. The matter ran along several 
ears, and no interest was paid. McAl- 
ister died, and the trustees of his 
estate commenced foreclosure proceedings not 
Cushing as Kennedy's heir. Cushing, seei 
he could not meet the deferred payments. set about 
tearing out the inside of the house, mantels, par- 
titions, stairs, coors, windows, and the street 
steps, with the idea of getting all he could off the 
ground before it passed out of his possession. The 
trustees of the McAllister estate got out an in- 
junction to restrain him from tearing it dowa, out 
Cushing had succeeded in taking away everything. 
The mortgage has deen foreclosed and tue prop- 
erty is now in possession of the McAllister estate, 
by whom it was bought in. What is left of the 
house was bid in at something like $300. The 
agent, J. D. Mitchell, Asniand Block, says he 
Will sell the whole thing, house and lot, for $d, 500.

OUR WATER-SUPPLY, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CIAO, March 9.—Please allow me to call 
attention through the medium of your paper 
to the present condition of the waterin the 
river, and its effect on our water-supply, and 
also to suggest a possible way of remedying the 
great and growing evil. 

In the tenth annual report of the Board of 
Public Works,—for 1870 and 1871,—page 16, re- 
ferring to the deepening of the canal for the 
purpose of cleansing the Chicago River, is the 
following: 

No more important and necessary vudlie im- 
— a has ever been undertaken by the city, 

he water of the river bas become more ard more 
filthy and offensive with the merease of our sewers 
having their outlet therein, and the absolute pe- 
cessity of providinga way of carrying off this ac- 
cumulation of filth has become more and more ap- 
parent. 

Then upon page 17 occurs the followiug: 

Notre—Since the foregoing was written the cur- 
rent of the river has been turned through the 
‘canal, all obs ha seen removed. The 
final work was accomplished on the forenoon of 
Saturday, July 15, 1871, by the cutting of the 
temporary dam at Bridgeport, to stop the flow of 
the water from the river. Quite a strong current 
was at once created, and an entire change of the 
water in the main river and the South Branch was 
effected im about thirty-six hours. In the above 
portions of the river the water ia now quite clear 
and eptirely free from noxious odors; and the 
favorable effect of this work upon the North Branch 
is quite percentible. 

ceording to the report that I have quoted 
from, the total cost of the deepening of the 
Illinois & Michigan Canal is given at $3,251,- 
620.91. The of the new canal from Bridgo- 
port to the first lock at Lockport, a distance of 
thirty miles, has a fall of three feet; and the 
Des Plaines River at Lockport is twenty-four 
feet below Lake Michigan, according to the 
above report of the Board of Public Works of 
the City of Chicago. 

It is now in order to question if the main ob- 
ject—the cleansing of the river—has been at- 
tained. Is the water now quite clear ’’! This, 
the report says, “was effected in thirty-six 
hours; and the “ noxious ordors,’’"—do they 
not remain? Have not all these remaining im- 
purities in river, and air, and lake water a bad 
effect on the health of the city! It is safe to 
say that what was heralded the world over as a 
great feat in engineering skill—the making a 
river run up stream—is barren of results. [ 

“The water of the river becomes more and 
more offenstve,“ and, although the water- 
supply is taken from the lake crib, two miles 
from land, the impurities of the sewage-ladea 
river reach even there. Such is the impurity of 
the lake water that it is gravely asserted by 
some that the water is not taken in at the crib. 
Until a steady curreut is created and maintained 
from the lake through the river, a half-million 
of people must continue to take in water and 
gas, the poison of the sewers. The 
microscope has revealed the presence of 
auimalcule injurious to health—the seeds 
of n our drinking-water, and. 
science asserts that the change into 
beer or any other beverage fails to destroy their 
life. The best temperance agency that could 
be set in motion would be to secure pure water. 
Pure water and pure air are the most important 
factors in the enjoyment of life and health. 

A steady current to the Desplaines River be- 
low Lockport will prevent the poisoning of the 
water supply from the lake, and also make the 
river free from * noxious odors,” and nothing 
else will. With a fall in the canal of one foot 
in ten miles, ard in effect no outlet, only as the 
locks are temporarily opened, we have 
a p< mY pool of poisonous rottenness 
from e to Lockport, only varied as the 
northeast wind crowds it back upon its thirty 
miles of sliminess, or the south wind bears the 
tribute of our stupidity Cribward to pour into 
every artery of our water system and vitiate the 
health of a great city. > 

The remedy for the above growing evils can 
be given in one word—by syphons of sutiicient 
number and capacity whose short legs shall 
take water above Lockport and the 
long * void into the river below Lock - 
port. hese syphons can be charged by 
wind-mill power, and with proper inlet and out- 
let valves easily controlled, and at very little 
expense. details of the plan are simp!e,—any 
thorough engineer understands it. The system 
isin practice in California. The capital of 
Spain is supplied with water by syphons. This 
system mot interfere with navigation, it 
will not wash the banks, Its first cost would 
be litle; after that it would run itself, except 
as the discharging or charging of one or more 
syphons might be desirabie, and all then that 
would be uired would be the opening or 
closing of the valves, and the charging by 
wind-mill pump. 

This, to my mind, fs a matter of too much 
moment to let sleep. Some action should be 
taken before the hot weather sets in. Let any 
doubter read the Health Report and its relation 
to sewerage, and ask himself the question if 
the backing-up of the sewerage does not also 
back up into the houses the deadly sewer-gas.

Pazis, Feb. 21.—All great towns have a float- 
ing population of unfortunates whom we class 
summarily under the heading “‘ Tramps.” They 
are not nice subjects to write about sometimes, 
but they are decidedly important, and in ali 
ages have hadapeculiar knack of annoying 
legislative big-wigs, and giving food for medita- 
tion to philanthropists. What sball we 
do with the tramp? is, in fact, a 
good part of the Social Question, which, as 
Gambetta sensibly observed, is not one, but 
many questions. Opinions are divided. Are 
Tramps to be recognized by the State, and 
aided? Or are they to be only noticed (like 
mad dogs and stray cats) as fitting subjects for 
repressive legislation? If the list of criminals 
and suicides continues to swell as it has swollen 
in Paris of late years, it may not be long be- 
fore the difficulty will bave to be resolutely 
grappled with. Meanwhile, it will not be un- 
interesting to see what becomes of

at present. 

In England he is acknowledged as part and 
parcel of the existing state of things. They 
don’t quite see what oeneficent purpose he came 
in the world to fulfill, but here he is, and he 
must not be slighted. So the law says, Noman 
has a right to die fur want of food or shelter. 
Workhouses are built, and when a Tramp gets 
tired he goes to the national refuge for relief. 
The results shown by that system are not ex- 
actly brilliant. Far from checking the in- 
crease of vagabondage, it probably encourages 
it; and the Workhouse is swamped by the 
worst class of Bohemians, to the detriment of 
the honest poor, who shrink from shame and 
contamination. In France, on the other hand, 
they put Tramps into prison, arguing, with the 
keen logic of the nation, that, if all of them are 
put into prison, there can’t be any Tramps. Q. 
E. D.—But the Tramp rises superior 
to acts of Parliament, and snaps his 
fingers at epigrams. He persists in 
asserting his existence. It is all very 
fine to pretend you don’t see him. There he is, 
and there be is likely to be until the consumma- 
tion ot the ages. At the Battle of the Baitic, 
Nelson put bis glass to the blind eye and said 
he saw no order. Fortunately, Nelson won. II 
he had lost, he would have been shot, like poor 
Byng. The French law affects to ignore Tramps, 

ust as the great Admiral ignored the signal fly- 
hg irom the mast-head; but it fails to justify 
its blindness by success. 

Lask pardon of any of my readers who may 
have been beguiled int) a perusal of this article 
by the attractive beading ot Paris.“ Paris is, 
alter all,

it has its bad and its good sides, its darkness 
and brightness, its pleasure and its misery,— 
such misery as would freeze the blood, 
Emile Zoia’s ** Assommoir,’’ and you will soon 
tind Iam notinventing. It is time people be- 
gan to understand that we don’t pass all our 
nights at the Cluserie des Lilas, or all our days 
cn the Boulevard des Italiens. 

But to return to our Tramps: Compared 
with London or New York, Paris is particularly 
favored, according tostatistics. It is calculated 
that. on an average, the number of homeless 
waifs who wander about the townof nights 
does not exceed 15,000. If it be remembered 
that the population of Paris is now at least 
2,000,000, the proportion does not seem excess- 
ive. The statistics don’t tell us how many un- 
fortunates have been epigrammed into crimi- 
nals. Let the figures stand. They are terribie 
enough, in all conscience. 

Doubtiess, amongst those 15,000 wanderers 
many are honest. BMoverty has not been forbid- 
den by the law, sofarasiknow. It has only 
been ignored. Some are thriftless students, 
paying the dear penalty of their pleasures. 
Others are workmen without work, or friendless 
provincials who have been irresistibly attracted 
by the great city. What can a man do who has 
no mon: y. no friend, no home He must sleep, 
and he must eat. or he dies. Many such 
do die, as the Paris hospitals can 
testity; not quickly- or at once, for hunger 
works by exhaustion, but very surely. Others 
lie down all pight in the open air, after vainiv 
seeking food and employment all day. (Qui 
dort dine / says a proverb. 

BUT THE SERGENT-DE-VILLE 
espies them, and, knowing only two classes of 
people,—the honest, or those who have a home, 
and the dishonest, or those who haven't, —the 
Sergent-de-Ville promptly walks them off to 
the violon, vulgarity termed lock-up. He reg- 
suns, Il imagine, somewhat in this wav,—if he 
reasons at all, which is uncertain: * Here’s 1 
man asleep on a bridge at 2 o’clock in the 
— Evidently, at 2 in the morning re- 
spectable people don’t go to sleep on bridges. 
rgo, this declares there shall be no vagabonds ; 

so this feilow has outraged the Law.“ 

That may mean two months uf prison. What 
is the heinous offender to do when he comes 
out? If his position was bad before, it is des- 
perate now. How can he get work without a 
reference; and to what ean he refer 
(having no fnends) but the Prefecture de Police, 
where his name figures of the roll of vagabonds? 
He has been treated as a criminal; ne has no 
money; and, ina few hours he will be bungry 
aud homeless again. To save himself from 
— he will steal, if he is weak. It he is 
proud, he will throw himself into the river. If 
he is honest, he mav lie down in the streets

GETS HIM AFTER ALL. 
Such cases are, of course, unusual; but they 
are less universal than you might think. 

From whatever reason, the vagabond has 
been much neglected by French charity. His 
greatest friend was the monk: and, since mon- 
astries renounced the open-handed traditions of 
the good old times,” he has been in a sorry 
plight. I understand there is somewhere at St. 
Derfs an inviting institution, rejoicing in the 
name of Depot de Mendicete, or Beggars’ De- 
pot. But, even if its title promised less churt- 
ish hospitality, it is miles away from Paris, and 
known only to professional vagrants,—the very 
class no one wishes to encourage. There are 
sigus, however, at last, tliat private charity may 
attempt what public charity hasgo conspicuous- 
ly disregarded. The merits (or the danger) of 
the tramp are coming in for tardy notice. A 
Refuge, modeled—with notable differences, to 
be sure—on the English Workhouse, will short- 
Iv be opened fur the reception of 250 homeless 
vagrants; and, if the results shown by this trial 
should appear to justify such a step, doubtless 
others will he opened too, for there is no lack of 
n Paris.

Lonpox, Feb. 13.—A miracle was brought -

me case was really a curious and interesting 
but at that time all eyes were strained 
toward London and Constantinople, and the 
gory was almost unnoticed.

By means of these deceits Collin hoped to 
work ou the mind of Dagrin, and through him 
on Gorre’s; but he had forgotten to pay for the 
seal he had ordered; the engrayer went to the 
Public Prosecutor’s to demand payment for it, 
and the fraud was detected. 

Let us add that during the proceedings a 
charge of breach of trust was made against the 
defendant by a woman named Betton, who had 
entrusted him with Government bonds yielding 
an income of fifty francs, which he was to sell, 
and the amount of which (less 200 francs which 
were lent him) he was to employ for the pur- 
chase of another bond. He kept all. Collin 
therefore —— before the Police Tribunal 
under an indictment for counterfeiting a Mag- 
istrate’s seal, for using the counterfeited seal, 
and finally for attempted blackmail and breach 
of trust. 

The facts were patent. The defendant was 
overwhelmed by the evidence; his tricks and 
his fraudulent mapeuvres had turned against 
him. The Judges were lenient towards this 
racal, whose craft and ‘effrontery they could 
not but admire.

A JESUIT ON HELL. 


A LEARNED THEOLOGIAN DISCOURSES ON ETER- 
N4L PUNISHMENT. 


What, then, would men care about sin if, on 
the contrary, they believed that there is no such 
thing to be feared as everlasting punishment! 
Nothing less than the sanction of Divine law by 
the everlasting punishment of those who rebel 
against it is commensurate for beings who are 
themselves immortal. A Government which 
has no power to control the wickedness of the 
transgressors of its laws by the iniliction of 
punishment sufficient to deter them, is a miser- 
able one. And that is what the government of 
God would be, in regard to immortal beings re- 
belling against Him. if there were no everlast- 
ing punishment. Moreover, as God is omnis- 
cient, how could He do otherwise than ordain 
the eternal punisbment of immortal beings of 
whom He foresaw that, leſt to their own dispo- 
sitions, many never would cease through 
eternity to offend Him?! God knows if that was 
not already the case with all the fallen angels. 
Do you understand the bearing of my argu- 
ment? Abstracting from all revelation,’ if you 
do not, you do not reuson. 

Fourthly. But it may be that infidels are 
pantheists, neither believing in a personal God 
nor in personal immortality of men. For 
these. of course, the question of the existence 
of hell is out of place. The other part of the 
question, iu regard to the kind of punishment 
in Hell, is equally out of place, because reason 
by itself never can answer this question, and 
revelation was not given to satisfy our curi- 
osity. No explicit definition in this regard has 
ever been given by the Church. 

It perfectiy suffices to perceive, by faith and 
reason, that the punishment of men who have 
died in the state of mortal sin, and have been 
condemned to Hell, will affect body and soul. 
as they have sinned with both, and that their 
punishment will be eternal. Any punishment 
that never ends must be for men the same awful 
warning to try by all means to avoid it, whether 
it be punishment by fire or otherwise. 

Besides, for those who firmly believe all that 
God has revealed to men, proposed to them by 
the legitimate teaching autboritv, and live ac- 
cordingly, they are on the way of salvation, and 
for toem it is of very little interest what kind 
of punishment God inflicts on sinners in bell. 
They rather divert their thoughts to the joys 
that await them in Heaven. 

But those whe wilifully err, or who do not 
live as they believe, proceeding in the way of 
damnation, will soon enough know, by expe- 
rience, what eterual punishment in hell means.

dle life, upon whom the debilitating effects of 
the Roman climate and awunpsually warm sum- 
mer had been very injurious. And these effects 
had been increased by the exciting and anxious 
discussion of one of the most important dogmas 
of the Catholic faith. 

A few dars after the Cardinal’s return we 
called to thank him, and to see for the first 
time one who had been go thoughtfuliy kind 
toward two unpretending, quiet Americans.

It is true 
that their position as Princes of the Church has 
in the past required certain state and ceremony 
in public, bat in the private life of those we 
have been so fortunate as to mect they have 
been as humble and self-sactificing as any other 
priests. On arriving at the palace we ascended 
a wide flight of stairs to the second story, and 
were conducted through a succession of 
rooms, as is usual in Italian palaces, ail 
of them being handsome large rooms, with 
lotty ceilings, but unostentatiously furnish- 
ed, reaching finally a smaller one, evidently 
the study, with writing table, etc., in which his 
Eminence received us. It was the first time 
that we had met him, and of course the impres- 
sion of that visit is not forgotten. We felt that 
we were not only to meet one who had been 
very kind to us, but also that we were to see, 
as had been often intimated to us by members 
of the Papal housenold at Rome, the probable 
successor of Pius IX. The Cardinal rose and 
came toward us as we entered the room. He 
wore knee breeches with scarict stockings, and 
shoes with broad gold buckies; his cassock was 
dark, with scarlet cord on the edge. On the 
back of his head he had a small scarlet cap, not 
concealing his rather thin and slightly gray 
hair. He wore a gold chain with the cross, the 
symbol of his Bishopric. He was of a tall, 
slicht form, with dignified carriage; somewhat 
ascetic in appearance, and to one who had not 
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J knowu how Kind he could be, his manner might 


have seemed rather haughty and cold. This, 
however, soon passed away. He had a broad, 
intellectual brow; clear, blue eye, and large, 
firm mouth, which broke into a pleasant smile 
as he spoke. He struck us as a man of rare in- 
tellectual force, and among his late flock at 
Perugia he is loved and revered as a devout aud 
Christian Bishop. 

How kindly and thoughtfully be interested 
himself in our enjoyment of the great objects of 
interest in his dear Perugia. Fatigued and 
worn ashe was by all the wearisome labors of 
the Council, and the great dangers then threat- 
ening old Rome and the Sovereign Pontiff’s 
power, still he never, during our stay, ccased to 
think of and do kind deeds for us.

AN OPEN BIBLE. 
A PLEA FOR INQUIRY AND INVESTIGATION. 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Coo, March 8.—An article recently ap- 
peared in Tus Trisuns entitled * Bible 
Truths,“ which I think is worthy of considera- 
tion, and which should interest every Bible 
student. The writer very happily expresses the 
desire for as well as the growing need of a free 


Bible-elass or society, where all believers in the 


Divine inspiration of the Scriptures and honest 
doubters may ineet in open inquiry and investi- 
gation, and thereby come to a better under 
standing of what is taught therein, and, if pos- 
sible, arrive at more harmonious conclusions. 

1 think no candid person can fail to see that 
the result of the late discussion upon the 
doctrine of future punishment was anything 
but satisfactory to the inquiring mind, al- 
though I doubt not the various writers, and the 
adherents of the different views discussed, felt 
strengthened each in bis preconceived opinion; 
but how is it with the seeker after truth 

I fear that for such there remains but one of 
two conclusions,—cither the average theologian 
is deplorably ignorant of the true teachings of 
the k, or the Bible is not reliable authority 
upou such momentous questions. And if such 
be the real status of public opinion outside of 
orthodox believers, is not the demand for such 
a meeting an urgent and important one! And 
should not every professed believer in the Bible 
feel a degree of interest and zeal in striving not 
only to maintain the high character and claims 
of the Book as the revealed word of God, but 
to bring every houest mind to the same con- 
clusion ! 

If the results of disbelief in the teaching of 
the Bible are one-half as great as the majority 
of the advocates of eternal punishment seem to 
believe, I cannot conceive how, for a moment, 
such can contemplate the rapidly-increasing 
skepticism of the age with other than feelings 
of profound grief and alarm. 

o such, then, let me appeal that here 
in this great and Christian city (*) we 
have the most pressing demand for a 
missiovary society, uot ouly to teach men the 
office of and the n of a Savior, but to con- 
vince them of the Divine origin and authority of 
the book which reveals such important and sub- 
limetruths. Shall we then leave our enlighten- 
ed and free country, where Bibles are as numer- 
ous almost as the falling leaves of autumn, and 
where we boast of enjoying the highest degree 
of inteliectual and moral culture, to the 
cheerless reign of doubt and infidclity, and send 
teachers to the remote isles of the sea, and to 
the dark and benighted places of the earth, to 
raise up witnesses for God and to the validit 
of His revelation? Upon what class of evi- 
dence do we rely to convince such of the truth- 
fulness of the Bible? 

Is the savage and untutored mind more clea~ 
and susceptible of reason? Or do we ent 
with less resistance from those led by mere 
credulity, and who have been educated only 
through superstition and blind fear to worsinp 
gods of terror and cruelty? But I forbear. The

Therefore, as Catholics believe the Church to 
be infallible in ber doctrina) detinitions, this 
question is for them out of place. 

Secondly, concerning Protestants: If they are 
real orthodox Protestants, they believe Christ 
to be the Son of God Incarnate; consequently, 
that His teaching is true; and they believe the 
Bible to be the Word of God. Let us then open 
the Bible and consider the utterances of Christ 
and His Apostles, That in the books of the Old 
Covenaut Hell is frequently mentioned, noboav 
will deny who has ever read the books of the 
Old Testament. Moses, David, and the proph- 
ets point to a place in eternity where, alter 
death, the wicked are punished. They cail it 
Hell, everlasting fire. darkness, well of death, 
country of sorrows (Numbers xvi., Psalms liv., 
Isaiah XIV., Daniel xii., etc.). Especially St. 
John, preaching to the crowds of beople comin 
frum every direction to hear him, mentions an 
menaces them with the unquerchaple fire of 
Hell, which proves that toe belief in future 
everlasting punishment which awaits the sin- 
ner was a common belief among the 
Jews. But not only the Jews believed in 
nell, but also all mankind believed in it. 
Primitive revelation, in this regard, has 
never since the origina] fall of mau perished 
from among men. What the Greeks and Romans 
believed of Tartarus bears witness to this; and 
not superstitious people only among them be- 
lieved in it, but men like Socrates, Plato, Aris- 
totle, Cicero, and Seneca. What student can 
be ignorant of what Homer and Virgil sang of 
the descent of Afneas into Tartarus? Even 
Baylev and Bolingbroke—those propagators of 
infidelity—plainly acknowledge the undeniable 
fact of this uninterrupted belief of nations on 
hell, born, we may almost say, with men's con- 
science. 

Concerning the utterances of Christ on this 
subject, all thatever read the Gospels know 
that He frequentiy—even more frequently than 
of heaven—spoke of a place in eternity where 
God shall punish the wicked. That place He 
calls a place of torments” gers xvi., 28); 
„of weeping and gnashing of teeta” Matt., 
viii., 12). He calls it beli-fire ” (Matt., v., 22), 
which, as Ile aflirms, cannot be quencned. He 
speaks of two ways on which men are walking 
towards eternity,—‘‘the ove leading to life, 
the other leading to destruction (Matt. vii., 
13).

wonderful concourse brought together at that 
time, we remained there until the great heat iu 
July druve us away. We selected for our summer 
home the quaint old town of Perugia, so filled 
with historical recoliections and with treasures 
of art. Strange to say, unless of very late years, 
this charming old town is seldom selected as a 
permanent resting-place. Most travelers pass 
it by. Lying as it does near the railway be- 
tween Rome and Florence, those who visit it re- 
main there but a few days, excepting now and 
then an artist who lingers there for the fiue pic- 
tures of Perugiuo and other Umbrian artists, or 
the beautiful wood-carvings designed by Raphael 
in the Benedictine Church of San Pietro, or to 
study the early fresco of Raphael in the Con- 
vent of San Severo. Of pictures by Raphael 
there are but few now remaining in Perugia; 
the only one of much note, the Madonna and 
Child of the Conestabili, was soid to the Rus- 
sian Emperor during our stay in Perugia for a 
very large sum, the owner being obliged to 
soirit it away during the night because the in- 
habitants of Perugia were so indignant that they 
should lose the last great picture of their great 
master. 4 

This old town, famous in the history of br- 
gone days, has become at this time interesting 
to the whole Catholic world, baving been for 
many years the home of the present Pontiff, 
formerly Cardinal Pecci, Archbishop of Perugia, 
and now Leo XIII. Perugia is singularly situ- 
ated on and around a steep bill. overiooking a 
broad plain, through which the Tiber winds. It 
is about a mile from the station. The only 
wide street leads through one of the old gates 
of the town, the Portia Manzia, makes a half 
circuit of the hill, and comes out upon the top 
into a corso which ends in a double 
square. Most of the other streets in the town 
itself are steep and narrow, and only passable 
tor foot-passengers and mules. The corso has 
many five buildings,—palaces of the old 
aristocracy of this ancient city. The 
great piazza or square in wh the 
corso terminates has on the one 
side the Cathedra) of San Lorenzo, a fine 
Gothic buildipg ot the fifteenth century; hav- 
ing what is now rarely seen near one of its 
doors on the outside of the building, a pulpit, 
from which formerly sermons were preached to 
the crowds in the public square. Here the 
great preacher San Bernardino da Massa is said 
to have addressed the crowds collected to hear 
bim.

Opposite the Cathedral 
stands one of the most interesting Town-Halls 
in Italy. On the wail over the principal en- 
trance is the emblent of Perugia. The great 
Gothic doorway is elaborately carved with seven 
varieties of Gotbic ornament, with the columus 
supporting the arch resting on the backs of

A STRANGE, FUNERAL. 
NOVEL CEREMONIES AT THE BURIAL OF A POS- 
ITIVEST. 

New York Herald. 

New Haven, March4.—Thomas F. Hamilton, 
who died at his residence in George street, in 
this city, last Fridav, was in religion a Positiv- 
ist. He rejected all generally accepted ideas of 
religion, and once, refusing to be bound by the 
customary oath in court, developed his uncom- 
mon views and gained some notoriety thereby. 
He was, however, a thoroughly good citizen and 
conscientious to a degree, and had hosts of 
friends. He had a local reputation as an ama- 
teur scientist. His hostility to regnant religious 
ideas is evidenced by a request made lately that 
should the Lodge of Knights of Pythias, of 
which he was a member, conduct his funeral 
services, the mention of God should be omitted. 
The Lodge refused to do this, but the 
individual members, out of regard to their 
dead brother, attended. As was generally 
expected, the funeral services were of 
a very uncommon kind, and in them 
much interest was manifested, nothing of the 
same nature ever having occurred here. It was 
the request of the deceased that after remarks 
at his late residence his body should be removed 
to a public hall in which services are held every 
Sunday by an association of which he was a 
member, and which embraces all shades of lib- 
eral thinking on religious sabjects. Several 
organizations, among them a Clan-na-Gael Club 
and a temperance society, attended the services 
at the residence and then escorted the remains 
to the hall, wnere not less than 1,000 people had 
gathered. T. B. Wakeman, of New York, a 
member of the Society of Humanity, spoke 
at the house and at the hail. At 
the house he said that it was the 
duty of the friends, who were to find consola- 
tion in the memory of the decased, to try to 
drown their griefs in an effort to alleviate the 
general sorrow in the higaer interests of hu- 
manity. 

As the processior entered the hall, led by offi- 
cers of the Free Religious Association previous- 
lv named, each wearing a green ribbon on his 
coat lapel as an embiem of every verdant 
memory and vital progress, a brass band 
played a dirge. The casket was set down in 
front of the hall stage, and the officers of the 
Association took the stage, accompanied by 
Mr. Wakeman. Flowers were profusely strewn 
about. The exercises opened with the readin 
of a poem, the sentiment of which is contain 
in the following stanza: 

For here he lies sleeping; the life force is gone; 


Kina Nature nas clai him, the right is her own 
And, though we may call, he no waking sound 


hears. 

Though calling in sorrow, in sadness, and tears.

GENERAL NOTES. 

In 1830 the Catholic Bishops in the United 
States held $9,000,000 worth of property. They 
now hold $110,000,000. 

Bishop Taebbe, of Kentucky, hus issued a pas- 
toral letter, in which de denounces round 
dancing, and says no good Catholic will waltz. 

A wealthy Scottish Presbyterian has subscrib- 
ed $25,000 toward defraying the expenses of a 
suit to preveut the establishment of a Roman 
Catholic bierarchy in Scotland. 


Another association for the conversion of the 
Jews is to be formed in London. Its object is 
the training of mea for curates in JeWish par- 
ishes, on the application of the incumbents of 
those parishes. 

In 1861 there were in the Yoruba African Mis- 
sion of the Eugiish Church, five native clergy- 
men; now there are fourteen. The native 
Christian adherents have risen from 2,193 to 
5,367, and the communicants from 1,000 to 
just 2.000.

Glasgow, and Convener of 
the Glasgow Presbytery, has telegrapned to the 
Papal See that if the proposed bierarchy be pro- 
mulgated an interdict against it will be demand- 
ed from the Supreme Civil Court of Scotland,

NEW YORK. 
OPENING-DAY NOVELTIES. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

New York, March 6.—Ash-Wednesday and 
Opening Day! Even in some very devout 
minds to-day the Church and the world are pro- 
vokingly mingled. From church we have come 
in the morning clad in figurative sackcloth and, 
some of us, strewn with ashes au naturel, and 
after & miserable Lenten repast betake our- 
selves to the contemplation of all the young 
spring’s gorgeous paraphernalia, as displayed 
in the shops. Undoubtedly the spring fabrics 
are charming. In süks, there are many and 
most exquisite yarieties. There are several 
novelties, which are very rich and elegant. One 
of these is termed “‘ Bagdad silk. It is a very 
fine and extremely soft silk, having perpendicu- 
lar stripes that either harmonize or contrast 
with the ground, and these stripes are crossed 
at intervals by minute gold or silver threads. 
This is a very showy and expensive silk. There 
are so many new and beautiful varieties that 
the old-time striped and checked silks are rather 
thrown in the shade. They will, however, be 
worn probably by many, and are to be com- 
mended in combination toilettes. Foulard 
silks are highly recommended, and will 
be quite stylish. They are shown in 
all sorts of lovely and fanciful designs, and are 
not very costly. An ey good quality 
can be procured at $1.25. Of black silk, that 
beautiful, Incomparable fabric, | need but say 
that itholdsitsown. The verv newest makes 
have a slightly bluish tint that is pleasing. 

Among new materials is a delightful one 
known as summer camel’s hair. It is all wool, 
but as thin and light as grenadine, and soa 
most desirable substitute for bunting, which, 
in my idea, was an abominable production. 
This latter, however, reappears, and, I am told, 
will still be popular, but I do pot believe it can 
stand successfully against the soft, fine, light 
camel's hair. And this last possesses a great 
advantage over buntiug, for it may be ob- 
tained in a beautiful black which one could 
never obtain in bunting. Twilled debeges and 
serges will be much worn for traveling and 
similar uses, especially in the handsome gray 
and browns which are shown. These are so 
suitable for some purposes and so durable and 
cheap that we baye no excuse for discarding 
them. 

Among cotton goods, the percales and organ- 
dies are the most attractive. The percales have 
— a dark ground strewn with brigut 

owers, their outlines and colors rendered 
pleasingly indistinct by asort of veil-like ob- 
scuration. Excellent varieties may be had for 
35 cents per yard. But theorgandies! They 
are lovely! Some have a surface of cream or 
pearl color, over which are flung garlands of 
roses and leaves. Others show on a ground of 
fawn color shaded patches, irregular in shape, 
of chocolate-brown. In others exquisite floral 
designs are displayed on a ground of delicate 
amber or palest green, and one beautiful 
variety ts a counterpart of a June sky,—a 
ground of turquoise-blue, toned and softened 
by white, fleecy cloudings. These beautiful 
fabrics are not expensive, costing about 90 cents 
a yard. But there are other materials, so gor- 
— in appearance. so enormous in price, that 

could but stare at them in awe and envy. 
THE BOURETTE MANIA, 

to which we all succumbed during the winter, 
has followed into the spring. Almost every 
new material shows that peculiar knottiness 
which isa characteristic of bourettes. There 
are so many styles of grenadine that I scarcely 
know which to mention and which to omit. 
Grenadine laminee is black, having woven into 
it threads of gold, silver, reddish gold, or blue 
steel. The effect is showy and rather hand- 
some, appropriate for evening wear. Grenadine 
Indienne, as its name * has all the gor- 
geous coloring of the East woven into small 
mosaic designs. It is extremely rich in appear- 
ance, is very costly, and will be more used for 
combining with black silk or plain black grena- 
dine than for whole toilettes. Trousse grena- 
dine is a striped fabric. consisting of an open 
lace-like stripe alternating with one of a mossy 
appearance, Ali these varieties are costly and 
elegant, but they have not altogether done 
away with the rich and handsome black grena- 
dines. These may still be had in several styles, 
the close silk net with floriated design and the 
plain ordinary texture be the must de- 
sirable ones. A gorgeous elegant fabric, 
whose principal charm its novelty 
is Drap Mirabeau. It has a round 
generally of some subdued shade, as, for in- 
stance, ‘‘ Havane,”’ or some clear gray diversified 
by stripes, which may be either of the same 
color or in contrast. The peculiarity of these 
stripes is that they consist of short, fringe-like 
ends, which have the appearance of a long 
plush. These stripes are smooth and glossy 
when rubbed down, but are easily roughened if 
stroked the wrong way. As might be supposed, 
this is pot an inexpensive material, and will so 
remain within the reach only of a few, for it 
cannot be imitated. With the advent of each 
season some new color comes forward as a can- 
didate for favor. This time it is a novel tint, or 
rather several shades, that are to lead as the 
reigning color. Havaue is the name, and it 
is applied to several tints or shades which are 
noticeable in the cigar, not after its completion, 
but during various stages of ite preparation.

THE FASHIONS, 
rug SHORT KILT SUIT. 
Harper's Basar. ’ 

The short dress for the street is at last an ac- 
complisbed fact. This costume is a stylish ex- 
ample of the convenient sbort skirt that the 
Bazar has always advocated as a walking dress, 
and consists throughout of features that are in 
great favor at present, viz. : the cut-away jacket, 
the vest, the scarf, and pleated kilt skirt with 
yoke, The materials most used for such dresses 
are the useful de beges, spring woolens of all 
qualities and in solid colors, or in bourette pat- 
terns, or el in small checks. Lady's 
cloth from cream-color through drab 
shades to dark green, invisible blue, and 
black, is especially popular for such suits; the 
quality sold at $2 a yard is muchused. Camel’s- 
hair cloths of the nicest quality for this purpose 
cost 82 or $3, but very many suits are made of 
the coarser twilled goods costing from 81 to 
$L50 a yardi Very young girls will wear Scotch 
plaid of dark color for spring, and for sea-side 
or mountain dresses durmg the summer. The 
fashion of these dresses is excellent for travel- 
ing suits, as there is little drapery about them 
to be rumpled, and they remain trim and neat- 
looking throughout a loug journey. Some wash- 
goods suits are also made in this way, and it is 
claimed that they are not troublesome to iron. 
Gray, brown, and blue linen, dark brown, or 
blue cambrics, and the small checked percales 
are chesen for such suits. 

The kilt skirt is especially commended be- 
cause it is short enough to escape the ground; 
and in order to hang well and gracefully it 
must do this, and be quite even all around the 
bottom. Nothing is more awkward looking 
than a long kilt skirt with its pleats broken out 
of line by being caught up in the hand of the 
wearer as she crosses. muddy places. The pat- 
tern should be cut the proper length, viz.: from 
hips to the instep, allowing about two inches to 
face upward at the bottom; it should then be 
laid on the cloth, and the seams joining the 
breadths should be hidden under the pleats. 
‘the pleats at the back are laid much thicker 
than those in front and on the sides, and there 
is a broad box pleat in front. The best 
made woolen kilts have a facing of thin 
crinoline muslin a quarter of a yard deep around 
the bottom, and the dress material is turned up 
on this about two inches in depth, and hemmed 
there with blind stitches that do not reach 
through to the outside. Above the crinoline 
facing and at intervals thence to the yoke are 
four rows of tape extending around the skirt 
and holding the pleats in place. These pleats 
are intended to appear straight from the yoke 
down, but they reailv are slightly enlarged to- 
ward. the bottom, though not sufliciently to 
flare conspicuously. Each pleat should be light- 
ly tacked on the wrong side to each row of tape, 
and should be pressed very flatly. The top of 
the pleats is sewed to the yoke, and the seam 
face with tape. The yoke a seam in front, 
fits smoothly over the hips, should be lined 
with strong silesia, and buttoned by three but- 
tons; a belt may be added if necessary. If ladies 
are very slight, and wish to enlarge the ap- 

ance of the hips, they can continue the 
ilt-pleating to the beit, and dispense with the 
yoke. The reverse of this is, however, more 
usually the case. The scarf isa long, straight 
piece of the material cut either across the 
oods, or else, if more convenient, lengthwise 
rom the piece. It is passed closely around the 
figure between the knees and hips,—it will need 
to be differently piaced for different figures,— 
and must be tight enough to appear to draw in 
the kilt slightly. It is lower on the left side, 
where it begins and ends, and ascends to the 
right side, where the middle of the scarf is 
placed; it is not necessary to sew it tothe kilt, 
except on the left side where it is lowest. 
on the highest point on the right. The large

season to all trregularly-woven ali-wool and cot- 
tou and wool dress goods.

THE CARNIVAL OF VENICE. 
Appietons’ Journal for Morch. 

There comes atime to the sea-city when the 
heaviness of midwinter vanishes from the 
hearts of the people, and in its stead appears a 
budding hope, like a dim intuition of the ap- 
proach of spring. The impressionable Venetian 
nature reveals in its external shows the emo- 
tions that are at work under the surface of the 
city’s life. Thus tne burst of triumph at the 
departure of the winter, which has not yet given 
place to the tender silence of the spring, finds 
iis symbol in the mirth and riot of the carnival. 

The fishermen who toil in storm and wind out 
upon the treacherous lagoons deny themselves 
their daily share of polenta in order that they 
may epend more frecly in carnival. The women, 
stringing beads in the doorways, work faster as 
the merry time approaches, that the children 
may have at least one treat of panna and ru. 
tole. The girls, sewing in dark back-rooms, toil 
for weeks far into the night for the sake of the 
one day’s masking with their lovers. The chil- 
dren in the streets cover their faces with paper 
masks, and ery out to the passers-by in the 
hoarse voice that the citr’s traditions have con- 
scecrated to the mad season. In the narrow by- 
ways hang worn garments of silk and satin 
covered with gold and lace, They flash togetb- 
er in the sunlight that steals down between the 
houses—the brocaded coat of the oid noble— 
the threadbare velvet trains of dead and gone 
great ladies—the torn gauze skirt of some poor 
dancing-girl. 

As the time of the carnival draws near, the 
faces of the people color with hope and excite- 
ment. Tue women leave their households and 

our into the sun-warmed streets, brave in scar- 

ct-and-yéllow shawls, with heavy braids coiled 

about their heads. On their necks and wrists 
are the long, slender gold chains that have come 
down through generations of toiling womau- 
hood. The young girls stroll in groups along 
the riva, glancing from under their powdered 
lashes at the stalwart gondoliers. Their trains 
sweep tar behind them, and large fans protect 
them from the western sun. 

The boatmen don their festa shirts and deck 
their worn, broad hats with feathers. The fish- 
ers patch afrest their old blue coats, and mend 
the rents in their red, Greek caps. The peas- 
ants leave their low cabins among the dead 
vines and press into the town with baskets of 
eggs and fowls, that are to be traded for their 
lodging in the days of the carnival. 

From the sleepy old towns of the interior 
come the pale citizens. They havea 2 
listiess look, as though tuey had dwelt all their 
lives under the shadow of a past that had 
weighed oppressively upon them. They are 
naggard and pinched and wistful-eyed. There 
is shabbiness in the thin, well-kept silks of the 
women, their over-large, well-cleaned gloves, 
and their fashions of twenty vears back; in the 
threadbare cloaks and rag, « once elegant hats 
of the men; in the rude, home-made jackets 
and trousers of the grave-eved little boys. 
They are courteous and dignifiea. They gaze 
at the merry shows of the carnivalas though 
they felt that naught could dissipate the gloom 
of the past. For them life is less real than the 
dreams of the old market-places and cathe- 
drals of their homes. The Venetians jostie 
them in the crowds and laugh at their poor 
fincry; and they, all unconscious, smile in a 
forlorn, lost fashion, and wander on as those 
who feel that tne world has left them behind 
forever. 

The crowd strolls on, day after day, along the 
broad path bythe side of the lagoon, where 
wooden booths have been erected, with gay 
flags streaming from their roofs. Flaring 
pictures leap agaiust the boarded fronts: saints 
performing miraculous cures; wild beasis de- 
vouring their keepers. On the threshoids stand 
weather-beaten men and women in fanciful gar- 
ments, who call out to the wondering people to 
enter and behold the greatest marvels of the 
latter world for 10 centimes. 

Whenever there is an open space in the crowd 
the people stop and gather about the jug¢giers 
and charlatans, woo shout themseives hoarse 
over the elixirs in which they deal. Sometimes 
in the thick of the throng there is a gleam of 
bright satin and a confusion of brawny limbs 
in coarse cotton coverings. It is a fam- 
ily of acrobats, tumbling in the sunheht 
to earn their svanty supper. They twist their 
supple bodies into strange shape so long as the 
crowds of laughing sailor-lads and gondoliers 
encourage them with kindly cries. Ihen they 
gather up the coins that fall upon the pave- 
ment, and wrap their shabby cloaks loosely 
about their dingy linerv. The women lift their 
babies from the zround, the men shoulder the 
implements of the profession, and the poor 
souls move off, followed by the stragzgiing 
crowd to another open space, where the fishers 
are waiting to be aroused from their sun-watch- 
ed slumbers. 


THE TWO GORTSCHAKOFPFS. 
New York Times. 

The biography of the two famous men who 
have immortalized the title of Gortschakoff is 
virtually the history of Russia for the last 
seventy years; for it would be hard to name 
any prominent event during that period 
with which the one in his military, or 
the other in his civil, capacity, has not been in 
some way connected. The elder of the 
two, Peter Dimitrivitch, born in 1789, entered 
the army as a mere boy, just in time to receive 
his baptism of fire at the terrible battle of 
Eylau, when 25,000 Russians anid30,000 French 
lay strewn over the great waste of snow between 


Preuissisch-Eylau and Serpalten. A few months 
later, he was present at the sanguinary repulse 
of Napoleon’s attack ou the intrenched camp of 
Heilsberg, where his uncle and namesake, com- 
manding the Russian right, bore the brunt of 
the battle. After the peace of Tilsit, in 1807, 
he was transferred to the army of the North, 
and took part in the last battles of Finnish 
independence. Still unwearied of active service 
he exchanged into the Army of the Dauube, an 
served on Kutuzoff’s staff during the memorable 
siege of Rustchuk in 1811, when 18,000 Turks, 
left unsbeltered on a swampy island, almost 
without food, and cannonaded incessantly from 
both banks of the river, held out stubbornly till 
more than half their number had perished. 

The great crisis of 1812 recalied the Danube 
army to nobler work; and Prince Gortschako# 
reached the Beresina just in time to witness all 
the horrors of that memorable passage, which 
compressed whole years of human agonv into 
one fatal night. At the close of the war he ob- 
tained a high appointment in the Caucasus, 
where his services in the suppression of the 
Abbasian revolt of 1820 were rewarded by a 
diamond-hilted sword from the hand of the 
Czar himself. The Turkish war of 1826-29 dis- 
played on a wider field his administrative fac- 
ulty, which, a few vears later, earned him the 
Governor-Generalship of Western Siberia. 

His fifteen years’ tenure of the post was un- 
doubtedly the noblest, if not the most briliiant, 
of his lite. The reform of the oppressive re- 
cruiting system, the facilities afforded to trade 
and communication, the encouragement of col- 
onization, the judicious transfer of the seat of 
Government from remote Tobolsk to the more 
central point of Omsk, are all due to him; 
and he war meditating further improve- 
ments when the giving way of his health 
sent him back to Moscow, to enjoy, as he 
hoped, a peaceful old age among his friends. 
But there was no peace for him. The outbreak 
of the Crimean war brought the gray-haired 
veteran of 65 into the field again; and his ser- 
vices in Turkey and the Crimean are too well 
known to need repetition. In 1855 he was made 
a member of the Imperial Council, and spent 
the last years of his long and eventful life at

THE QUEEN OF ITALY. 

Princess Margherita of Savoy now graces the 
throne of united Italy as Queen; and there 
never was a royal lady welcomed to her dignity 
with greater enthusiasm and more genuine al- 
fection by her subjects. Her father, Prince Fer- 
dinand of Savoy, Duke of Genoa, the youngest 
brother of King Victor Emmanuel, married 
Princess Elizabeth of Saxony, in 1850, and a 
daughter, the present Queen, was born to them, 
at Turin, on the 10th of November, 1851. Six- 
teen years later, on the 20th of April, 1868,—the 
wedding-day of her parents,—Princess Marghe- 
rita marmed the Crown Prince Humbert, and 
resided with him at Naples, uutil Rome became 
the capital of United Italy in 1871. At Naples 
her only son, the present Crown Prince, was 
born on the lith of November, 1869. In Rome 
the representative duties of a Queen of Italy 
devolved upon Princess Margherita, and it was 
a charming sight to see, on occasions of 
state and ceremony, her graceful form at 
the side of the stalwart Re Galantuomo. 
Her private receptions at the Quirinal were the 
delight of Roman society. Queen Margherita 
inherited the northern beauty of her rman 
mothner.—bionde bair, and an exceedingly fair 
complexion, both so much admired by the 
Italians for coutrast’s sake, even in the times of 
old Rome. Her siender figure is endowed with 
infinite grace; her conversation is very ani- 
mated, and carried on with ease in different 
languages. Queen Margherita received a most 
careful education, is well read, and makes 
Italian history her special study. She has an 
appreciation and critical eve for the works of 
art that surround ber, and patronizes rising 
talent in an unobtrusive and generous way. Ali 
her tastes, likings, and ovcupations are ofa 
thoroughly womaaly character, and thus endear 
her not only to her immediate surroundings, 
but to all classes of her subjects, who look up 
to their Queen as to a model ot grace and 
womanheod. She is devoted to her first-born 
son, and has often had to be called from the 
nursery to receive visitors of state and foreign 
grandees. Some years ago it was feared that a 
serious chest complaint might possibly shorten 
her days; but fortunately the apprehension was 
relieved bv her subsequent recovery. She now 
enjoys perfect health. 


VICTOR EMMANUEL. 
Like nearly all Kings intensely popular among 
the so-called lower order of their subjects, King 
Victor Emmanuel is the hero of many stories 


“destined to become, or at any rate to be regard- 


ed as, legends in the future. Iu one of these 
narratives, his Majesty, one day bunting in the 
neighborhood ot Rome, shot at a hare at the 
very moment when a stout citizen, out enjoying 
the pleasures of the chase, discharged his piece 
at the same object. The King claimed that he 
had killed the hare, and the citizen, ignorant of 
the person of his rival, declared in very impolite 
terms that he himself waa the successful marks- 
man. The result was a regular trial of strength 
for possession of the game—a tussle which re- 
sulted in favor of the King, who walked off 
with his prize, while the citizen poured upon 
him à perfect flood of such abuse as only an 
Italian of a certain sort has at command.

The Life-Saving Service. 
New York Tribune, March 4. 

Mr. 8. 8. Cox, who has made a special study 
of the needs of the Life-Saving Service, has pre- 
pared a bill to equip the coast with a larger 
number of stations, to pay the keepers better, 
and improve the present system — He 
has described the frequency of disaster of late 
years on certain coasts, owing toa lack of a 
sufficient quota of stations, and the purpose of 
his bill, to a correspondent of the Tribune, and 
his statement of the subject is set forth below: 

„On the lakes [said Mr. Cox] several pew 
stations are recommended, and the measures 
are no less urgent than those I have given you 
in regard to Atlantic and Gulf points. In the 
neighborhood of Sleeping-Bear Point, on Lake 
Michigan, I have the record of three wrécks 
witbin six years. This is a bad place for ship- 
ping, and a station there is desirable as one of a 
chain of stations on that lake. At Bayley’s 
Harbor, Lake Michigan, eight wrecks have oc- 
curred within ten years. This point is con- 
venient to others which are equally exposed. 
At Muskegon there have been sixteen disasters 
within ten years, and at Mauistee there have 
also been sixteen within the same time, 
and five at Kenosha within five years. 

Lake Huron, at Port Austin, 
there have been eight disasters within five 
years, and at Middle Island, eleven within ten 
years. At Sand Beach a barbor of refuge is 
nearly finished, and the locality and surround- 
ings are such tha’ disaster in neighborhood 
must be frequent. .. . 

Section 10,“ said Mr. Cox, “proposes to 
remedy a defect which, if not provided for, wil! 
utterly ruin the life-boat service upon the lakes, 
and bring upon the service and the country the 
heaviest disgrace. I refer to the volunteer syvs- 
tem which the law provides for the lakes. The 
law in to this service reads: Such vol- 
unteers shall receive no compensation except a 
sum of not more than $10 each for every occasion 
upon which they shall have been instrumental in 
saving human life, and such of the medals here- 
in authorized as they may de entitled to 
under the provisions hereinafter made.’ Mr. 
Kimball teiſs me that at the outset there was 
nc difficulty in fi good men to enroll 
themselves; but when they found that the task 
they had undertaken required the devotion of 
much time tothe duty of arill and exercise in 
the use of boats and apparatus, which was ac- 
companied by the loss of wages at their regu- 
lar daily labor, and that in several instances, 
alter undergoing severe toil in rendering as- 
sistance to vessels in distress and saving prop- 
erty from wrecks, they were not under the law 
entitled to a dollar of recompense because life 
was not actually saved, they became restive, 
then upinterested and neglectful. They failed 
to attend for drill and exercise, and when, at 
last, some serious marine disasters came, there 
were gaps in the life-boat crews which had to be 
filled with chance volunteers.”’

Consequently 
he is driven into mean quarters, shunned by 
other diplomatic representatives, and their 
laughing-stock. But he isa faithful man. He 
learns the language and business methods, 
but just as soon as he has come to have 
some value, after four years’ experience, 
be is superseded by another man wholly 
inexperienced and unfit for the place. Thus 
is our foreign service conducted.

New Tonk, March 7.—The telephone busi- 
ness is a prosperous one, if its extension may be 
jadged from that of the Telephone Company’s 
offices. Starting with a single room, the Com- 
pany now has three rooms, and is trying to ab- 
sorb a fourth, which will make a suite embrac- 
ing nearly an entire floor of the Tribune Build- 
ing that Horace Greeley did not found.

If the invention is 
to become a necessity and facility of communi- 
cation only second to that of the telegraph, there 
are millions in it; and these millions the Com- 
pany proposes to realize for itself and its heirs 
to indefinite time. For instance, if you wish a 
telephone-board put into your office or else- 
where, it will be put in and taken care of by 
the Company at so much rental a year, just as 
the patent telegraph-writers are. The instru- 
ments cannot be bought at any price. Thus 
the Company retains its hold, with apatent 
shuts out inventors, andthe first toa 
field of ed promise for the future. Where 

ts are not already effected, it is 
probable they soon will be, for the establish- 
ment of branch agencics in other cities, in fact 
m all places where the telephone can be suc- 
cessfully introduced for business purposes. 
The Company here has already something like 
forty lines in operation.
